deal of the other 3 ſo that the Bills of 
Immortality were mightily increaſed 
in molt mens opinions, by the vaſt 
c@ncourſe -of ſo many Devotess, that 
is, Religion was the great Buſineſs of 
the place ; but for my part , Seeing 
was Believing to, me, who went one- 


1y to fatisfie my Curioſity : At my firſt | 


entrance, I thought the whole City 
had heen inn Ut roar at Salt-Eel ; 
until} uponfarther obſervation, I found 
them more in earneſt, going in ſuch ſo- 
lemn Proceſfions, and doing ſuch fe- 


vere Penances, that the Streets were | 
_ ſlippery with ſo much Bloud as might | 
ſeem 'ſafficient to atone for all the |

ny ages; and did well enough become | 
the grandeur of the Spiritual Juriſdicti- | 
oN;:-but- among all the ceremonies | 
worthy -my obſervation, none oceaſi- | 


oned me-ſo: much wonder, as the By// 


of Excommunication , which from | rhe | 
Vatican on Minndy-Thurſdzy, was pro- | 
nounced” apainſt'all Schiſmaticks , and | 


Hereticks, Jews'and Turks, Pagans , 


@«. that is, againſt all that diilent from | 
the 'Romiſh Principles ;the form of it | 
was 
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was ſo dreadfull, and the manner of it 
ſo Pompous, that in humble imitation 
of the laſt Trump, it ſeem'd to concern 
all Mankind. For my part, the croud 
and throng of people about me, with 
the aſtoniſhment and ſudden thoughts, 
this laſt - Entertainment had raiſed 1n 
me, wearited both my Body and Sou] , 
ſo that for Eaſe and freſh Air, I retired 
to the ruines of old Rome. 

I fate down by the Skeleton of Am- 
phitheatre, on-the Banks of Tyber, and 
began to digeſt thoſe thoughts, which 
the circumſtances of the day, and the 
ſolitarineſs of the place afforded me 3 
but being throughly weary with con- 
tinual travel, and ſo ſuddenly at eaſe, 
the Freſco from the River adding an 
exceeding pleaſure -to my repole , I 
began to let go my Senſes, and unex-

Bat the deep and melancholick im- 


| prefſions the late tranſaftions had fix- 
| ed in my Imagination, '{uffered it to 
| be fo little. at reſt, -that I dreamt my 


ſelf into the agonies'of death: my Soul, 


| upon its ſeparation from the Body, flew 
| unconceivably ſwifter than an Arrow

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from a Bow, and I became in an in- * 


ſtant volatile, as the Sun-beams 1 flew 


methought in Air inviſible, as a Butter- | 
fly in the. Moon, untill by wondrous | 


Intelligence , and an unexprefiible 
power , I was acquainted that IT was 
on my way to Purgatory ; and thatI had 
left the Patrimony of St. Peter above , 
for that beneath. 


Although the diſmal apprehenfions [ 


of death (which cauſe the greateſt com- 


motions in the Animal Spirits) had fo | 
diſordered mine, that it was unuſual Þ 


that I did not inſtantly awake ; yer my 


natural curioſity ( which had carried | 
me o'er a mighty part of the World to | 
deſpiſe danger- and Ruine ) did ſo well | 
temper my amazement, that I was con- | 
ſtrained to continue my Dream, which | 
conveyed me toa place of all others, the | 
leaſt known to us living : and ſince the | 
lofty induſtry of Man hath of late ages | 
unfolded ſo great a part of the Map , | 
and brought ſo great a Bleſling to the | 
earth, as the true diſcovery of its ſu- | 

perficial Globez I thought a voyage | 

to. thoſe Wonders, which we ſuppoſed | 


to lie in the Diameter of ſuch a A | 
of | 


f 
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of matter worth my undertaking ; 
knowing that all the Relations in Le- 
gends, Trentals, Dirges, Maſles, and in 
all the Philoſophical Cabbala of the 
Roman Church, are as far diſtant from 
Reality, as the Reports of the Jeſuits 
Miracles in the [n-dzes, are from matter 
of Fat: Tis true, this laſt Order of 
Men, have an excellent way of ad- 
vancing the moſt Romantick Bantry 
in the World, to an eminent degree of 


; | Probability; and can grow as rich by a 


Fition, as ever the Poets were poor: 
They may without Blaſphemy cry out, 
O quantum he Fabule de Purgatorio 
nobis divitiarum tulere ! for theſe Spi- 
ritual Virtuoſ; have of late fo cultiva- 
ted, and improved «thoſe Regions, 
that they are the richeſt in the Univerſe. 
And although (according as they pleaſe, 
and other men believe ) they lie 


! deeper than the profoundeſt Seas (the 
| common Grave of Mankind) or lower 
; . than all Mines, yet they yield more 
| Treaſure to the Apoſtolical Exchequzr, 
{| than thoſe of Potoſfg, Now you cannot 
{ but wonder what means ſhould pro- 
{ cure ſo great a veneration for a place 
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which 18 nothing near ſoold as St. Pauls, 
no, not ſo old as Ludgate or Newgate 
either; for although Pope Gregory the 
Great was the Authour of the Invocati- 
on for the dead; and Exgenzzs the I. or- 
dered Millals, yet it was not credited , 
as an Article of Faith, untill the Coun- 
cil of Florence, in the year 1439. ( Ex- 
gernixs the 4th, then Pope ) I am ſure 
It is not much longer ago fince the 
more than probable opinion of the Az- 
tipodes , was confuted by an infallible 
Arathema. But to ſhew you by what | 
means this place is of more confequence | 
than the whole Roman Empire ; do fo 
much, good Reader, as go along with | 
me 1nto a by-place, and fee that no bo- | 
dy 1s coming, and I will acquaint you 
inſtantly. 

[t is no mean obſervation, that the | 
Church of Rome retain ſome Opinions | 
and Ceremonies, that have almoſt a Pa- | 
ra}lel correſpondence with the old Pa- | 
can Inſtitutions of that place, and feem | 
onely to cover the Woolt with Sheeps | 
cloathing : and as among the Fews there | 
were many who were termed Judai- | 
zing Chriſtians from that Veneration 
they : 
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they bore to, the Ceremonial Law, fo 
among the Gentiles too the new Cons 
verts cauld ſcarce forget the reſpe& 
they had for the Heathen. Theology , 
eſpecially where itcame neareſt Chriſti- 
anity, in determining the: certainty of 


_ Rewardsand Puniſhments after this life; 


Now the depth of all their, Myſteries 
lay in the great eſteem they had for 
the memories of famous and beneficial 
Men that were departed; which theix 
funeral Obſequies, Invocations, ec. 4- 
bundantly teſtified before: their Con- 
verſion, and the great care they took 


| to preſerve the Relicks,: and Aſhes of 
! Saints after: ſo that that opinion which 


at firſt was retained in private by ſome, 
( and with good reſtrictions) was after- 
wards enlarged, credited, and” profeſſed 
by ſome Fathers, and later Councils 
( whoſe Writings in fuch cafes are as 
Apocryphal to the Doctrine of the new 
Teſtament, as the Hiſtory of the Mac- 
cabees to the; old) That this 1s very 
probable may be ſhewn from a late 1n- 
ſtance in- the Converſion of the Japar- 
eſe , who: were ſo ſolicitous about 
the State of their deceaſed Heroes, that 

B 4 they 
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they along time refuſed the terms of Sal- 
. vation, although after their Baptiſmthey 
gave as great teſtimonies of their Faith 
and Conſtancy, as ſome early 'Chriſti- 
ans. Well then, after all, let it be 
granted that your Authours are able 
to prove it from the light of Nature,or 
the Pens of Heathensz that ſome Fa- 
thers have mentioned it, as St. Auſtir , 
and St. Bernard; and that the errour 
of Origen added to it too: we grant , 
that to the'words in the Maccabees, you 
give ſome ſeeming hints of it in the 
New Teſtament 3 That our Saviour ne- 
ver -oppoſed: it among the Jews - and 
that *tis 'not half ſo difficult to prove , 
as the lawfulnefsof Murthering Princes, 


and turning their Kingdoms into Com- 


mon-wealths: yet after all, the great 
and main Reaſon of this opinion, is 
the neceſſity of it to uphold: the 'gran- 
deur, and maintain the extravagancy of 
the Roman Church. 

| T do not defign to abuſe'or ſcoff at 
any thing that is truely Sacred in the 
Church of Rome, or juſtly civil in any 
Foreign State: *Tis moſt unjuſt to in- 
jure the memories 'of the dead, mw 
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moſt impious to laugh at the ſtate of 
the Damn'd, but when men ſhall make 
that an Article of my Faith, which may 
damn many Souls, but 1s not Effential 
to the ſaving any; when they ſhall 
dreſs it up with ridiculous circumſtan- 
ces, and filly incoherences ; when the 
Pope ſhall plunder me of my Loyalty 
to-my lawfull Prince; and this Do&rine 
ſhall endanger my Obedience to God : 
I cannot forbear ſearching into the bot- 
tom of this deſign; and having found 
" acquaint the World with the depth 
OI It. 

When, I fay, I conſider, and find this 
Dodrine to be the great motive - to 
moſt of the publick villanies of this 
age; a Dodrine grounded on a mixture 
of ſmall hopes, and faint fears, and con- 
ſequently taking away the energy of 
both; I have a vaſt deſire to let the 
Reader know it, as well as my ſelf, in 
that impartial Deſcription I am now 
making of Purgatory , and if he will 
have a little patience, we ſhall ſhew 
preſently : nevertheleſs, before I be- 
\ gin, it will be very convenient to know 
how natural and necetlary this Do- 
| | rine 
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&rine 1s to the Church of Rowe; which 
after that it began to decline from its 
Primitive Purity, and to exceed the 
bounds of the Spiritual Dignity, through 
the ſeveral infamous vices, of which , 
moſt of the Prelates have been ſo noto- 
riouſly guilty , as to equal the moſt 
wicked Emperours : After that, the vo- 
luntary Donations of good Princes , 
were not ſufficient to ſatisfie their Am- 
 bition, Covetouſneſs, and Luſts 3 they 
took occafion from the ruine of the 
* Empire (as many of them of late have 
done from the diviſions of [taly ) to 
lay the foundation of their uncontrol- 


lable Greatneſs in the Weſtz and af- 


ter the ruine of the Eaſtern Empire, to , | 


ſeize the Supremacy of the World ; 


which they had laid claim to long be- | 


fore. But it being impoſhble to keep 
all the Chriſtian World in Obedience 
to their ſupernatural Prerogative, with- 
out a Power and Dominion over the 
Conſciences of Men: there was nothing 
could ſoeffecually doeit,as the making 
the Pope in this world the Judge of 
mens Conſciences,by Confeſſion, and by 
Abſolution, (if the Pope pleaſe ) the re- 

warder 
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warder of their aCtions1n the other : thus 
gaining upon the publick calamities of 
the World,and the general Ignorance of 
the times; thus joyning St. Pax/'s Sword 
in Commiſiion with St.Peter's Keys, and 
to their Canons, Councils, Leagues, 
Confederacies, Decretals, adding the 
Inquiſition; they laid the foundation 
of a Babel, whoſe top Wwas not ſo 
near Heaven, as the bottom of it to 
Hell. 

Nevertheleſs, this mighty maſs of 
Contrivance had fallen to confufion , 
had not the Errours of the Romiſh. 
Church naturally produced a ſe& of 
Profelytes, whoſe Dottrines feem the 
conſummation of its Monſtrous Opini- 
ons, and whoſe Orders and Inſtituti- 
ons are Eſſential to the maintenance of 
them. 

The Divinity, and Morality of the 
Jeſuites are exccllent Commentaries on 
the Canon-Law , which grves the Bj- 
ſhop of Rome the Supremacy over all 
Kings, and Potentates ; which the Je- 
ſuites have confirmed, by ſhewing moſt 
heavenly means to take away all that 
oppoſe it: and yet this is not ſufhicient, 


but.

but they uſurp the Dominions of the 
King of. Terrors too; Death and the 
Grave are Tributaries to them: and 
they have ſequeſtred a place beyond 
them both; commonly called Purgato- 
ry, a place of the greateſt Importance 
Imaginable to the Court of Rowe; for 
thither' all the Courts of Repentance 
are Adjourn'd ; there all that pay not 
their Fines' here , are Spiritually , or 
Corporally puniſhed, untill they are re- 
plevind for leſs; as is evident in that 
profound Volume of Pardons and In- 
dulgences, lately printed at Rowe- and 
that which the Superſtitious Miſtakes of 
former times cauſed onely to be Imagt- 
ned ; the great expences Men now adays 
are at,make to bereally, and ſenſibly be- 
lieved. And that whichwas nobody knew 
what, or where, 1s now excellently de- 
fin'd,.deſcribed, divided, ſubdivided, in 
that curious Model the Cardinal Be/ar- 
z:in Compoſed, and in other pretty In- 
ventions af later date; (o infinitely ad- 
vantageous to the Jeſuitical adventu- 
rers, that without it that Order of men 
could never have procured the vaſt In- 


tereſt they have in the World. 
; 
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I am forced to make this neceſſary 
digreſſion, not onely for your better 
underſtanding the Reaſons of things I 
ſhall hereafter diſcover ; but becauſe I 
had a great way to go; for although, as 
I at firſt told you, I flew ſwifter than an 
Arrow from a Bow, yet it was thus Jate 
ere I could get from the 7 little Hills of 
Rome to thoſe vaſter ones of the Azdes 
in Peri; ( thoſe tall and ſturdy Moun- 
tains, that ſubdue the Thunder, and 
{well into Deſarts above the Clouds : ) 
no ſooner was I mounted on the top of 
theſe excceding heights, but that I was 
inſtantly thrown down a deep Valley, 
ſo profound and dusky, that the Sun 
ſcarce ſent thither any Deputy-Light 3 
on the fide of a Rock near the bottom 
was a Cave, whoſe entrance was ob{cu- 
red with a thick foggy Hurricane: as 
ſoon as I was abſorpt in the Aerial 
Quag, I perceived my ſoul rapt in Ye- 
hicles, whoſe grofler qualities might 
make me capable of ſenſitive puniſh- 
ments , with all my faculties refin'd 
beyond your Imagination. 

_ - I was glad to ay feel, and under- 
ſtand my ſelf again, but infinitely _ 
Ur-

ſurprized to hear at ſome diſtance, a 
mighty number of People, who all like 
the Pilgrims to Lorettoinceflantly cry'd, 
Ora pro-nobis; T preſently found them 
to be an Ozlo of all Nations, Conditt- 
ons, and Conſtitutions, who were all 
bound for the ſame place with me; me- 
thought I never ſaw humane Nature in 
ſuch variety at once, ſuch degrees of 
Fear, Hope, Deſpair, Anger, Folly, that 
they all ſeem'd to a& over again, what 
they 1n their lives had done, both in 
publick and private. 

The firſt ſort I took eſpecial note of, 
-were a great many Zealots, who invo- 
ked the Names of ſeveral Saints ; ſome 
petitioned St. Peter, ſome St. Pau!,others 
called upon the ſtrangeſt names that e- 
ver I heard in my life, nor can I ima- 
.gine who they belong to, except the 
' bidian Brackmans; ſome Freeholders 
of Nova Zembla, or ſome perſons -of 
Quality in Terra Incogrita. 

There was a little crooked Fellow, 
crept into the corner of a Rock upon 
his knees, his Cheeks were ſwell'd like 
a Trumpeters, I got as near him as I 
could conveniently ; but all that I could 
learn 
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learn, was, that his mouth was full with 
the name of ſome Bombaſt Saint : he 
was mumbling it like a Cat in a Cor- 
ner, but would not part with one Syl- 
lable of it. 

His reſerved Humour made me re- 
tire to others, whom I perceived to be 
abundantly more free, and thought 
themſelves very fortunate tomake their 
addrefſles to Saints A-la-mode, as Cam- 
pran, Garnet, &Qc. 

Others were mentioning great per- 
ſons, as Emperours, Kings, and Cham- 
pions 3 | was refolved to doe at Rome as 
they doe; and therefore with a Bon- 
grace I beſeeched St. Nero, St. Helioga- 
balas, -and St. Julian; I had not thrice 
invoked them, before I perceived, that 
ſeveral (who werenear me,and obſerved 
by the Calmneſs of my Countenance, 
that things were pretty quiet within ) 
had borrowed my Tutcelar Names 

- with great [Devotion , and mighty 
hopes of ſucceſs; I obſerved: in them 
a great alteration for the better, and 
for fear they ſhould pray 'to me too, [ 
haſtened forward ; and overtook a Per- 
{on in the Habit of 'a- Jefuite , march- 
ing 
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ng very diſconſolately, I reſolved to | 


make uſe of this, opportunity, for my 
better Intelligence, and therefore in 
the moſt humble poſture imaginable , 
Father, faid I, your Reverence would 
Merit exceedingly, if you would affiſt 
us that linger behind with your ſeaſo- 
nable advice : as ſoon as I had done 
ſpeaking, he put a face o'er his ſhoul- 
der, that would have ſoured Honey , 
one of the moſt ſourly Aſpects that e- 
ver I beheld; 'twas ſo venerable, that 
my. hair ſtood up at it. Reverence , 
Sir? ( replyed he) a Pox on your Re- 
verence; and then was filent for a time. 
I durſt not breathe for fear I ſhould 
move him a little more; when on' a 
ſudden he held up his Veſt, And, Is 
this, aid he, the Mantle of the Pro- 
phets? Is this that Immortal Buff that 
ſhould ſecure me from all harm? might 
I not expect to be inviſible; as well as 
invulnerable in it ? To climb the Hea- 


| vens on an enchanted Bromeſtaff, as: 


ſoon as mount thither in this unhallow- 
ed Jerkin ? Was not 7095 as ſecure un- 
der his Gourd,from the flaming Sun, as 
I am from the fire of Purgatory, under 


this - 
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this Muſhroom-Caprch. Oh that I ſhould 
put my truſt in this moſt Chriſtian Tur- 
bant! Could I think that to be Buried 
in this habit would atone for thoſe ma- 
ny. Innocents I ſent untimely to their 
raves!

{ome to this Man ? Can he tear any dan- 
ger or affronts, whilſt he is Muffled up 
| 1n this Celeſtial Livery ? Chear up, Sir, 
( faid he) there is fome moſt accom- 
pliſhe Taliſman againſt fire in theſe 
Robes, or ſome Secret fob to hide your 
moſt ſenſitive faculties in ; Pray let me 
eaſe you, by unridling the Myſterious 
Intrigues of this habit. With ' that 
he turned up his Caflock, which was 
Richly - lined with Silks, and fo

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contrived for carriage with pockets,

Piety Y and to make it all Cexemony 
and State-policy. *Tis now, continued 
be, that four hundred years are pat

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fince ſeveral Learned :and Judicious 
Writers have endeavoured to prove the 
rreat damage the Church would ſuffer 
ns inſtituting new Religious Orders 

| among us; and fourty years are ſcarce 
gone over ſince we have ſeen effected 
by the Jeſuits alone, what they could 
not have imagined, ſuch as do fatally 
£ | forerun the ruine of the Church of 
| Rome. This is, Father (ſaid I) what I can 
L | hardly believe, and their aGtions lefs aim 
1 at. Their manners do ( ſaid he) and 
) Þ their worſe DoGrines: they will loſe 
© the hearts of the World as the excellent 
e Þ ſpirit of Chriſtianity firſt gained them 
- Þ. and although their Intereſt at preſent in 
ef it is great, and diſproportionable to 
-| their Vows; yet they,will at Jaſt na- 
et turally contrat that envy which 15 
SB juſt to them : but beſides all this they 
tÞ have ſhewn themſelves monſtrouſly 
IE ungratefull to thoſe Princes, who bave 
ot been their beſt Patrons ; they have en- 
11 deavoured to ruine the Intereſts of the 
Ng. Auſtrian Family, who firſt Eſtabliſhed 
y | them, for no other Reaſon but becauſe 
df it at preſent declines from its former 
{ith grandure : its true, in the Empire of 
cop C 2 Ger- 
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Germany,Kingdoms of Spain,and Naples, 
they manage the domeſtick concerns 
to_ the Princes advantage , ſo long as 
they are conſiſtent with their own3 and 
in the I-dzes they are the. beſt part 
of the Colonies ; yet in Exrope, where 
the affairs of Chriſtendom are in gene- 
ral debated ( as lately at Nzmmegher , 
that great Mart of policy ) they pri- 
vately incouraged the moſt viQorious 
Arms, Knowing that they can beſt Re- 


ward them in times of peace, and bear- | 
ing things fairly and Indifferently to | 
the Eyes of the World, they will- be | 
ſecure and flouriſhing amids the Ruines, | 
and deſolations of ſucceeding Wars ; | 


Theſe things muſt in time open the Eyes 


of Catholick Princes, and let them ſee Þ 


that they are not ſo much obliged to 
the Jeſuits, as to fortune, and ſucceſs , 


for all thoſe ſervices they continue to | 


them. And ſince they manage an inte- 


reſt diſtin& from all others, and which | 
they are obliged to proſecute, although þ 


with the Ruine of Chriſtendom 3; all 
wife men will ſoon ſee from whence 


thoſe Jealoufies, and diſcontents ariſe 


between the Princes of Exrope , and 
the Þ 
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the firſt motives to thoſe. Wars that di- 
vide the Chriſtian World.” Tis true there 
were Wars and fightings enough in.the 
World before there were Jeſuits, (for it 
was formerly the Popes Buſineſs) but the 
Devil is pleaſed to think them the fitteſt 
Inſtrument now-adays for it ,is well 
Known what animoſities they have bred 
in Poland, ever ſince they. endeavoured 
to make that Kingdom not Elective : 
what Wars they have brought upon 
the Yenetian State ſince. the diſgrace 
they received in that Commonwealth : 
In France they fomented the League : 
occalioned the conqueſt and ruine. of 
Portugal: and procured the Azores to 
the Spaniſh King, and;then moſt flou- 
riſhing Monarch of Ezrope : They were 


\ the fecrct Incendiaries to ſtir up the 


People of England to the late unna- 
tural Rebellion ; and. when they: had 
done , they reproacht . that Nation 
throughout all the World for the un- 


| parallelFd Villany,and Murther of the 
{ King; and in their Writings they pre- 
tended to abhor and deteſt what mm 


private they moſt zealouſly proſecuted 


| and acted: and indeed, not onely the 


C 3 King 
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King "of Ezgland, but all Proteſtant 
Princes to be irreconcilable to- our 
Church, though but for their fakes. 
Father (faid I) interrupting him, I 
wonder that theſe things'donot diſpoſe 
the Chriſtian Princes to ſerve them as | 
they did the Templars, thoſe Sons of | 
Thunder. vaniſhed in a moment like | 
aghtnimng, without any 1njury'to the 
Con.” Ee: mY 
Ohno Sir ( Replyed he) that can- 
not be; their General fitteth ſo near the | 
Pope,that he cannot fall without pull- | 
ing him after him': for the concern of þ 
the Church of Rom: doth now fo far | 
depend on the Court of Rox, and that | 
on the Order'of Jeſnits, that whatever | 
alteration ſhall happen to the one, muſt 
certainly reach the other 3 nay their 
General ſeems not onely to have equal 
Authority, but to uſarp the Title, and 
dipnities of the Pope 3 he is frequently Þ 
ſtiled Chriſti Vicariasz the very ſecond | 
General of that Order Facob#s Laynez | 
was by the name of Pope Jo the | 
Third. And if ever another of that So- | 
ciety ſhould be choſen,they would more F 
ſtrictly confine the Popedom to that | 
ps Eo. Order 
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Order than it is now to {tay - in the 
mean time they were bold enough to 
incroach upon it, when they Impudent- 
ly demanded, that one of their Order 
ſhould always attend the Nuncio. 
There are other Practices by which 
they will render themſelves, and con- 
ſ{equently the Church of Rowe, (which 
| Authorifes them ) odious to every par-. 
| ticular man; and thoſe are their abo- 
minable Morals; ſuch doGrines of Li- 
bertiniſm as none but a Jeſuit, and 
the great old Dragon,juſt let looſe from 
the bottomleſs pit, could have contri- 
ved: for although ſuch Principles may 
for a time find entertainment in the 
hearts of licentious, and debauched 
Perſons ; becauſe they give a liberty 
of Sinning to any degree, by pardoning 
at any rate; yet the moſt Execrable 
Villains in Nature do as often queſtion 
the Authority of their abſolution from 
the Guilt, as the lawfulneſs of the Com- 
miſſion of their Sins3 and although they 
are willing to adjourn their Penance 
untill. they go to the other World 
yet they fear their reception there will 
not be ſo favourable, or their releaſe 
C 4 {0 
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ſo ſpeedy as the Jeſuits are pleaſed to 


wake them believe: for they have con- 


trived a Pxrgatory ( to which we now 
haſten ) which cuts out all the Dreams 
of the I-dian Brachmans, Mabomet's Pa- 
_ radiſe, the whimſeys of the moſt barba- 
rous Nations, or the Dominions of old 
Pluto, either for the wonders of its 
Workmanſhip, or Invention, or gain 
and Revenues; There they have whole 
Magazins of affiictions of all forts and 
ſizes, fitted to every temper, conſtitu- 
tion, and condition ; cruel twinging 
and corroding Pains, which they can 
tie up, and let looſe in an inſtant : and 
on the other hand moſt ſpeedy, and in- 
fallible Salvo's for every afflifted com- 
 plexion: theſe do all excell all former 
inventions as much. as the new Philo- 
ſophy does the old, or any thing you 
ſhall hereafter ſee does Tantalus his Duc- 
king-Stool, and all of them of exceed- 
ing value ; for whilſt poor Chywilts 
are ſooty with groping for the Philo- 
ſophers 'Stone, they ſhine. great and 
glorious on the Throne of Confeſſion , 
and draw mighty taxes from thoſe Ro- 
ferucian Domnions : but they will ot 

c 
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belong inviſible to us, for we now 
approach a place of the greateſt ation 
in- Imagination ; there are. all ſorts of 
Menbufie to undoe whatever they have 
done in -their lives ( as if the ſurface 
of things, though never ſo ſecret on 
Earth, were refleted on thoſe fires, as 
the face of the Heavens on the Waters,) 
'Tis in that: Place of plain dealing we 
ſhall be acquainted with all the In- 
trigues of the new Caſuiſtical Divint- 
ty, which to humane Reaſon are Croſs- 
purpoſes ; it's there we ſhall ſee the 
truth of things naked as the Soul at its 
departure, or the body at its birth ; there 
are all ſecret imaginations, and private 
contrivances forced into publick a&i- 
ons; all the revels of -the mind 3 all the 
| hidden Plots, and moſt retired and deep 
Machinations to Subvert Governments, 
| deſtroy Kings, rue Empires, and Em- 
broil the World : the very SanGnm 
| SarGorrrm of Jeſuitiſm : and in a word 
the moſt Ridiculouſly Villanous Ger7- 
#5 of theſe latter days. 

He had no ſooner done ſpeaking but 
we were diverted with a proſpect 


through a Celicate Caſcade into the 
richeſt 
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richeſt Fields in the World, here is(cries 
the Capuch. ) Limbas Pairum; mark how 
yonder apopleGtical Herve, freed from 
pain by a moſt wholſom Palſie, ſtalks 
and grumbles for want of Employment ; 
and 1s weary of his 2nzetws eft. Trucly 
Father ({aid I) IT thought I had entred | 
the E/y/z2r ſhades, and I am ſure 1 have 
read of this place in the Mzinror Poets. | 
Then we paſſed by Limbas Infantum, a | 
place renowned for innocency, as the | 
other for eaſe: but our Bufineſs lay in 
neither of them; for that we marched 
forward through a narrow, and duskie 
paſſage between two Rows of Yew- 
trees, untill we came to a Wall of great 
height adorned with a magnificent Gate- 
houſe, o'er the Portal were to be read 
in Burniſhing Gold theſe words : Orate 
Pro Animabus, A, B,C. 

By this time a great number that 
followed, overtook us, and the Port- | 

. cullis being drawn up at the hours of 

Maſs ( to let thoſe out who were to 

be releaſed ) obliged us to enter in at 

the ſame time: now my teeth began 

to chatter ; and I expected at the firſt 

ſtep to have fallen up to the Crotch 

nn 
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in Snap-dragons; when to'my great 
amazement we entred oneof the largeſt 
and moſt beautifull Courts that T have 
ſeen, the Capych. who obferving by 
my countenance that I was diſappoint- 
ed of my expeQation , took me by 
the hand, and ſmiling, wonder not (ſaid 
he) that inſtead 'of a houſe full of fire 


| and ſmoak, you are cotne into the Je- 


ſaits College ; for all people who ex- 
pet any favour in Purgatory mult paſs 
this way: for although by their. Orders 
They ave not obliged to pray for | 

the dead ; yet they diſpoſe of 7" 
the'greater part of the World who are 
bound for this place; they being not 
onely the chief and moſt” faſhionable 


Confeſlours of this Age ;*but-alſo con- 


fiderableOfficers1n the Camera Apoſtolica. 

And now we are here, theſe Gentle- 
men in their habit, and as attendants on 
him, ſhall give us an opportunity of 
viewing the cuſtoms, and manners of 
this place. 

By your leave (Father, faid I) this place 
looketh more like a Priſon than a Col- 
lege; for though 'tis Beantifull within, 
"tis as ſtrong as a Caſtfe : ſurely theſe 
people 
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people will put our. Souls into * the 


Stocks, or nail our- IntelleQuals-to-the 


Pillory. 
You have not ſo. much reaſon (re- 
plyed the Capnch. ) to fear as they have, 


they- know well enough that they bave 


Enemies 1n the World, and therefore 
they are Jealous, and love to be ſecure: 
did you neverhear of their College at 
Pragrue, that was ſo well-provided and 
furniſhed with all manner of Ammuni- 
tion 2 and that other at Cracow 1n Po- 
land, which:the Turks thought to have 
been a Garriſon of Chriſtian Janiſaries ? 
But let not theſe things affright you!, 
be bold and follow. me. 

With that-he mounted a pair of ſtairs 
which: led :into a large room o'er-the 
Gate-houſe 3. I was ſurpriſed to eſpie 
a great number of grave Aultere. per- 
ſons fitting around -a Table, in the mid- 
dle of which lay a Corps ſo mangled , 
that I thought they had the Man 1n the 
Almanack for the firſt diſh. 

What place 1s this, Sir, ( ſaid I) the 
Anatomy School? no, no ( quoth' the 
Capuch.) it is the Council of the Holy 


Inquiſition; at the very name my heart 
beat 
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beat a march to' my legs, which would 
certainly have run away with me, if I . 
could have thought to eſcape ſo ; but 
I was forced to take courage, and be- 
gan to look about me : the Chamber 

was hung around with their famous, 
exploits, which were their Murthers in 
the Valtolin, in France, Germany, Spain: 

and [taly- their Maſfacres in ſeveral 

| parts of the Earth; but their wonders 

_ 1n America took up a whole fide of the 
Room3 there was a void place for Br- 
tain ; but their deſign was not yet fi- 
niſhed : ſo that here was the Map of the 
World deluged with Bloud. 

I went to a great Cheſt, which was 
filled with ſundry Rarities, as Carabins, 
Pitchforks, Brimſtone and Fire; but one 
thing I took great notice of, and thar 
was a Coin of Pope Gregory the 13th 
with this Motto,Strages Vegonothornm: as 
current Money as that with which the 
Spaniſh Maſtiffs were folemnly paid for 
Hunting, and Killing the poor I-41ars. 
Whilſt I was viewing theſe things,7 or 6 
Rich Men were recommended to Fire 


and Faggot for no body knows what , 
' When, 
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when, ar where, by an order from the 
Inquiſition. | 

We were pretty well ſatisfied with 
what, we had ſeen in this place, and re- 
tiring, I eſpied o'er the door the Ban- 
ner of the Inquiſition : "The Coat was 
the Popes,and King of Spairs Armsz/and 
are theſe ( ſaid I) the [-ſggr3a- of this 


powerfull Juriſdiction which bears ſach' 


a ſway in the World ? The four ancient 
Monarchies of which were deſcribed 
by four Monſters : but this truely Fifth 
Monarchy can never be repreſented, nor 
can any. diſharmonionus Union in Nas 
ture Emblematize that power that en- 
. deavours the Corruption of Grace: ſure- 
ly this 1s another Pagan Ordinance 3 
the dead ſeem all alive as in the Hades 
of Homer, but cannot ſentence the' Li- 
ving, except they drink humane Bloud, 
which is the lite of Man : all of this 
Council were of a pale, and yellowiſh 
Complexion; lookt with gaſtly Viſages, 
as 16 ſome ſecret flame had burnt their 
Entrails; and were continually tor- 
mented with the anguiſh of a wrath- 
full mind and Tyrannous Inclinations 
mixed with zeal, which made them 


look 


as a. wo towel 
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| look like the Heaters of the fiery fur- 


nace 3 and if Intemperance tranſlated 


| Ulyſſes his men into Swine, theſe had 
the faculties of mad dogs. 


We paſſed from them through an An- 
gn 6 into a ſtately Combination 
room, which was filled with no better 
Company ; for although they ſate with 
Countenances ſo demure, as if their 
hearts had been buſted with the beft 
thoughts that can inrich the Soul of 


Man; yet when I perceived the furni- 


ture of the Table, which was Bell, Book 
and Candle; and among them E/cobar, 
Leſſius, Molina and Campian, I no longer 
doubted their concerns, nor needed [; 


for in that inſtant Camprar ftood up ; 
and fince (faid he) your Reverences 


cannot but Know, that in my Epiſtle 
to Queen El/zzabeth's Privy Council, 


| Printed in the year 1563, I have thus 


declared ; T hat as touching our Society, 
be it known unto you ; that we have a 
League with all the Jeſuits in the World, 
whoſe ſucceſſion and multitnde muſt 
over-reach the Practice of England , 
Cheartully to carry the Croſs which 


God ſhall lay upon us; and never to 


deſpair 
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deſpair your recovery ſo long as a man} 


of us remain to enjoy your Tybrurr, &c. 
( and Creſwe/ ſaid the ſame ) it is in 
vain for us any longer to palliate our 
pretences3 and although the Councils 
of Conſtance, and of Spain, the Sorborr 
College upon the Murther of Zerry the 
Fourth, ſeem to condemn this praCtice 
upon particular accounts, and to Tem- 
poriſe with ſome difficulties; yet, the 
Dodrine of thoſe Authours do abun- 
dantly confirm it ( with that he point- 
cd tqa fide-board-table that was loaden 
with a vaſt number of Folio's, contain- 
ing the Canons, Councils, Decrees, Bulls, 
Excommunications, and' ſeveral Mur- 
thering Ordinances and Injundions of 
the Roman Church ) ſo that ( con- 
tinues he) I Know not whether we have 
been more ſucceſsfull in ſmothering or 
undertaking after diſcovery, or admira- 
ble in the contrivance of them; yet in 
this laſt defign upon Erglard, we ſhall 
Ingage as many teſtimonies againſt us, 
as 1n all our practices againſt Queen 
| Elizabeth, and King James, fince Ma- 
naged by as many as thoſe altogether 
and yet we mult {till proſecute accor- 
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for the Future. At the end of this fen- 
tence, all the Fathers unanimouſly ſtood 
up: and laying their hands on their 
Breaſts, did in moſt folemn manner re- 
new their Vowes of Fidelity and Ses< * 
Crecy. 

I began to look upon them with ſome 
eſteem, thinking that Men of their parts 
and Learning, would not be fofolemnly 
engaged upon trivial accounts, or be 
raſhly concerned in a Buſineſs to which 
they had no fundamental Right. And 
therefore turning to the Capuch. Fa- 
ther ( ſaid I) It feemeth ſtrange to me 
that theſe Men, who are born the Sub. 
je&ts of different Princes, between whom 
there have lately happened mortal, and 
bloudy Wars; and between whoſe Pa- 
rents and Relations there has always 
been a different Humour and National 
Antipathy, I fay, *tis ſtrange to me, that 
theſe Men ſhould ſo heartily, and una- 


nimouſly agree in the ſame Opinions 
and Practices. Pray tell me, Is Zeal or - 


Intereſt the Cement of this Society 2 Tru- 
ly, Sir, reply'd the Capuch; Theſe two 
things put together, , make the moſt 


Ace 
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accompliſht . Jeſuit 3. for you-muſt un 


derſtand, that the Novices are brought 
up under ſuch ſtri& rules of obedience 
to their Superiours, that 'tis no wonder 
that they can fo eaſily forget Father, 


and Mother, and their duty to ther 


Prince and Countrey. Then they have 
ſuch impreſſions of eſteem and value 
-for their Fathers fixed in their minds 
from their youth , that when they ar- 
rive tothe higheſt preferments, and thei: 
'Reaſons tothe beſt improvements, their 
Judgments can never blot out thoſe 
Characters ſo long ſtampt m their Me 


mories,fo that *tis no wonder that theyſi 


teach others, ' and practiſe themſelve 
what they were taught. And this is 
the reaſon that they are ſo ready, and 
officious to inſtruft the youth, becauſe 
by that means they ſhall ingage the ge- 
nerality of Men to a good opinion 0 
them. LG 

Now although thoſe who are admit: 
ted into their Society, take a Vow of 


perpetual poverty, and reſign their prof 


perty, yet-'tis all to their own Commu- 
nity, from whence they again: receive 
all the conveniences of lite , without 


thok|

as 
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thoſe cares that attend thoſe that ſtand 
'on their own legs, or fall by them- 


ſelves. There are many of the' Secu- 
lars among them,who are employed in 


| ſeveral Trades, and although they muſt 


give an account to the Society 3 yet tis 
their ſufficient Intereſt to be thus em- 
ployed, for in the mean time they live , 
and 1njoy the comforts of life to what 
degree they pleaſe; and although they 
may fear the Hangman, ſhall never need 
to fear their Creditours : as for example, 
fuppoſe ( what was very true) that one 
of them Keep a Tavern in Lo-doz, firſt 


| he is ſupplied with a good ſtock, then 


with good intelligence from the Vin- 
tages 3 and 'tis a very hard caſe it he 
have not good cuſtome from his own 
Order,who may occafion much Money 
tobe ſpent there by their too numerous | 
acquaintance; to be ſhort, they all move 
in the higheſt ſphere of Ambition in the 
World : for to be Captain in an Army, 
wherein all Exrope might be ingaged a- 


| gainſt the 7zrks, ſhall not ſo much in- 


courage a Man to ſhew his valour, and 
condud, as it ſhall move a Man toſhew 


his obedience and parts to an Order of 


D 2 Men 
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Men compoſed of all Nations, for whom 


he hath fo great veneration, and who 


| ſeem to fight all the Intereſts in the 
World : This makes them ſay, as in S$9- 
lomon, Come with #s,caſt in thy lot among 
#4,we will all have one purſe : this makes 
the greateſt villanies, that may promote 
their [ntereſt, ſeem the moſt glorious Ar- 
chievements : this makes them venture 
their Lives madly, like the Circumcel- 
Hiones, and dye deſperately beyond Ex- 
ample. 

We went down a pair of back-ftairs 
into a ſtately Cloyſter , which led di- 
realy to a Chapel Extraordinarily a- 
dorned with rich Plate, lively Hangings, 
and ſomething reſembling the Jeſuits 
Church at Antwerp; but I took eſpecial 
notice of the Effigies of ſeveral Perſons, 


who in all Hiſtory do ſeem to me as 1ll 


Villains as any that are mentioned in the 
vaſt Catalogue of memorable Mankind, 


and might as ill become fuch a place as 


JFadas, there were the Portraitures of 
Ravilliac, Jacob Clemens, and of ſeveral 
other Aſlafiins, whom ſucceſs in their de- 
ſigns had made as Infamous, as their pu- 
niſhments remarkable: but here their 


Memornies 
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Memories ſeemed ſomewhat more preti- 


'ous, for they were mounted above the 


Clouds on the wings of Angels, and 
Crowned by Cherubims with Wreaths. 


of Light: overagainſt them were the re- 


ſemblances of thoſe unfortunate Prin- 
ces, who fell by their wicked hands, but 
were more rudely uſed/by the Painters. 


- Whilſt I was viewing them, my Ears 


were as much ſurpriſed with a conſort 
of Flutes, Tabors, loud Bagpipes, and 
ſuch ſorts of Oriental Muſick, as uſe to 
ſet the Turks and Tartars together by 
the Ears : I expeded ſome ſacred Mal- 
querade, ſuch as the Jeſuits ( who have 
well read Men ) do now adays oblige 
the World with; or ſuch as the Church 
of Rome formerly uſed (for there was a 

Church in Florence Burnt | 
down with that fire that 
was made to repreſent the Deſcent of 


Mach. Hiſt, 


the Holy Ghoſt ) but I was miſtaken; 
' for there entred between two ſfowr 111- 


lookt Worm-eaten Jeſuits, a Fellow ſo 
terribly Grim and Stern, that there want- 
ed onely the Sign of the Wild-Man to 
repreſent him ta. 
Truely I was a little fearfullat the firſt, 
| D 3 and 
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and my hair ſtood up to complement | 


his; he had a Stilletto in his right hand, 


and the Maſs in his left; fo that I ſhun-

The dreadfull cireumſtances of in- 
ſtrung this paricide, filled we with 
horrour and amazement; and the ſolemn

after all their pretences of charity and 
piety, yet-they aim at nothing leſs than 
an unlimited power and greatneſs; yet 
I did little think they ſhould ever in- 
deavour' to attain it by ſuch Maxims ; 
by Dodrines ten thouſand times more 
villanous than the Alcorar, which the

ver taught them;z and the Hang-man 
of Scythia would have burnt at the 
Stake ; by Dodrine; ſo cowardly baſe 
and barbarous, that Sergizs ſeemed a 
Saint to the Devil [2ratizs, whoſe un- 


divine Motto was,Cavete wobis Principer. 


Theſe reflexions made- me- turn to the 


Capuch. and ask him what particular 


Reaſons do move the' Jeſuits to proſe- 


| cute all Chriſtian Princes,and eſpecially 


the King of England? 1( faid I ) know 
the Canons of Rome Tong before the 
D 4 Order 
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Order of Jeſuits did abundantly inſtru& 
the: Papilts to theſe practices, and moſt 
of the Chriſtian World have felt the ef- 
fects of them ; but the Engliſh have the 
moſt reaſon to know them, from the 
frequent and notorious villanies praQtiſ- 
ed in that Kingdom. 

You put me now upon a queſtion 
( ſaid I ) which I ſhould not reſolve , 
were I the perſon my garb denotes me 3 
but waving this untill another occaſion; 
The Order of Jeſuits ſeem to be raiſed 
by the Pope, in oppoſition to the hap- 


f 


py Reformation, which was not perfect- 


ed before they began to ſtir abroad ; | 


and they have inceſlantly annoyed you 
in ſeveral] undertakings, which all your 
Hiſtories from that time to. this day 
mention, beſides, in many things not 
generally Known. 

The revolt of fo noble a Kingdom 
as England, from the Roman yoke, ex- 
ccedingly grieved his Holineſs, who im- 
mediately ſent out his new- inſtituted 
Faniſaries to reduce that Province 3 but 
chey in ſhort time overawing their 
Grand Signior, were far more inclined 
tothat expedition from the hopesof 1m- 

proving 
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improving their own Intereſts, and the 


greatneſs of their Order, which accord- 
ing to their rules, is to be preferred be- 
fore the ſafety of Chriſtendom 3 now 
there is no place ſo convenient to over- 
look it as Ezgland, which doth balance 
all Exrope, and hath in the laſt Apes 
given acheck to the dangerous Growth - 


| of any one people, it would be very 


advantageous to ſettle in that Kingdom 
for their publick concerns: but beſides 
they would ſoon procure great Reve- 
nues, and privileges from the Inhabi- 
tants, of whom they of the Roman Re- 
ligion, are the Jeſuits friends, and few 
of them Jarſeniſts, or unreformed Ca» 
tholicks : and that is another motive,for 
ever fince their firſt attempts upon Ezg- 
land in the days of Queen Mary, they 
quarelled all other Priefts, who had 
brought in Popery, and endeavoured to 
turn them out ; and in a late dull Pam- 
phlet, Intituled, Jarſeria, they ſeemed 
jealous,that their quarrel in France might 
endamage them min Ezglazd- *cis true, 
they uſed ſome other Prieſts, and Secu- 
lars in the late Plot, but it was upon 
neceſlity.

Another Reaſon of their wicked In- 
duſtry is, the facility of perfeCting their 


attempts from the diviſions, and animo-- 


ſities among the people (for what reſo- 
 Jutions can be expetted in them who 
are divided by ſo many new and -vart- 


ous Enmities? ) they occaſioned' the 


hte Civil Wars, and although they did 
not work to that end: they intended 


them, yet they thought they had more: 


effectual means now from the increaſe 
of Roman Catholicks, from the invete- 
rate hatred all other ſects ſhew to the Go- 
vernment both in Church and State. 
There are another ſort of Perſons 
they are very intimate withall, and they 
are the Atherſts and Libertines ; the one 
managed by their excellent Doctrine of 
Demonſtration , the other by that of 
Probability, pretty Difcipline for thetn 
. Whoſe Souls are of the complexion of 
the five Dxtch Senſes :* the one have 
ſcarce the goodneſs to be ambitious , 
and both ſo drowned in their laſts, and 
indifferent to Religion, that they will 
never die in defence of a Government ; 
ro the preſervation of which, the Articles 
of our Church are fo eflentially Ne- 

- cellary : 
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ceſlary : Now the onely difficulty the 
Jeſuits ſtick at,is to be certain, that they 
_ are favoured by that Prince, whoſe aſliſt- 
ence they require in the recovery of that 
Kingdom. The Spaniſh Kings are the 
true Sons of the Romar Church, and 
conſequently their Chief Patron ; they 
were ſtyled in the days of Philip the 
Second no leſs than Apoltles (as were 
Manes his 12 Diſciples) ſo they had a 
powerfull influence upon that Prince to 
move him-to an Invaſion which proved 
unſucceſsfull ; fince ſo mighty a Power 
was ſo eaſily defeated, nothing lefs than 
the moſt victorious Arms of Eyrope muſt 
make the ſecond venture; and there- 
fore the F. K. muſt be moved to this 
Expedition 3 the great, and chief mo- 
tives to which, ate their own Intereſts , 
and not either Love or Loyalty to any 
Foreign State, or Zeal to the Roymar 
Church. I 

. The Capxch. having ended his Diſ- 
courſe, beckned to me to follow him ;

Among; them the moſt remarkable 
was Pope Paxl the Third, who Excom- 
municated- Hezry the Eighth, although 
Pope Julio his predeceſiour would have 
transferred to him the Title of MoſtChri- 
ſtian. I ſay, that Pope Payl the Third, 
who to his other Impieties added the 
abominable Sin of Necromanezs, fo far 
was the head of the R. C. from keep- 
ing the Commandments of God , that -

like an /z47ar Pagode, into which there

So thar 
many+may look upon the goodneſs as 
well as the greatneſsof the Popes at too 
great a diſtance ;z and that becauſe they 
are ignorant of the preſent State and 
Policy of the Court of Rowe, or by 


what means he and his Courtiers come | 


to make up that Court 3 this we know 
from thoſe Hiſtorians, who are, or were 
of that Court, and ſufficiently obliged 
toit not todiſcredit it in ſuch a manner,

Spazz burnt 150 Proteſtants in atone 
time ; nor ſuch hot fire as was uſed 1nQ. | 
Mary's days; but this Laboratory of the 
Pope 1s compoſed of the Quinteſlence 
of the four Elements, of the Blas or Air, 
and Glaſs of Water, ec. but follow me. 

I knew not which way to turn, and 
therefore was contented to go along 
with him; although theplace we were al- 
ready in was exceeding hot,for we walk- 
ed up to the Ankles in ſcalding Aſhes, 
and our backs were ſcorched as if three 

Suns had ſhin'd upon us at the ſame 
time,although the place was very dusky, 
for we had a Mouſe-coloured Firma- 

ment : 
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ment : The noiſe was various and diſ- 


mal, but after a ſmall time, I began 
to diſtinguiſh what I heard; for I could 


hear at ſome diſtance a Fellow crying 


out in a lamentable tone, AY ze that 
paſs by, and enter in, take Pity of me, 


and of your ſelves too; I could not well 


underſtand his meaning, and therefore 
drawing nearer him, I perceived that he 
was loaden with a great Cheſt, which 
with the heat and burthen did infinitely 
perplex him ; he lookt like an old Off- 
cer of the Gothes and Vandals; there 
was nothing regular about him but his 
Hat, which was a Dnodecedrum, and 
no ill Model of the Fortifications of 


| Maeſtricht ; In the name of the Pope, 


ſaid T, what art thou? What, ſaid he, 


| a poor Rogue, who not having the 
| fear of the Pope before mine eyes, Felo-

fatia;, and for my puniſhments do bear 
the Burthen of theſe venerable Antiqui. 


| ties, which amount to 200 weight, I 


ſhould be freed from this torment if I

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could but procure the owners of them 
a Sum of Money in exchange of them. 
Well, faid I, let me fee them, if there be 
any thing. conſiderable, I will be the 
Chapman ; with that he very readily 
gave me a ſight of them. Here 1s, ſaid 
he, a Bowl of Curds and Cream made of 
the Milk of St. Luke's Cow : here is 7#- 
lizs C eſars Nut-croom : here are Shoes 
in which St. I2-at;#5 went bare- foot to 
Jeruſalem; here is the Os Sacrun of one 
of the 11000 Virgins. Thoſe are all 
common, ſaid I. Are they ſo, reply'd he, 
Well then, here is half a pound of the 
Chaos, (and then he lookt big. ) This 
{aid I, 1s but indifferent. No, Sir, ſaid 
he; pray, Str, have a little patience, Fi- 
nally, here 1s the Horſhoe of the Horſe, 


that begot the Mare, that Foal'd the 


Foal, that was the Horſe, that brought 
the Man, that ſaw the Man, that ſaw 
our Lady of Lorettos Chapel fly 
from Judea into [taly. 

Truely friend (aid IT) this 1s a Hor- 
ſhoe of Quality; Oh! Sir (cryes he) 
it 15 renowned for doing many Miracles, 
and performing ſundry teats of aQivity ; 
it will Fetch, and Carry, and Jump over 
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Horſhoe that ever kept Witches out of 


an houſe, and (to the Immortal honour 


of this Horſhoe) the Grand Seignior, 
by the advice of the 2,zftz, hath Com- 
manded, that all the Tobacco-ſtoppers 
in his Dominions ſhould were the ſign 
1, this Horſhoe : nay, there was a talk 


althe Dzvay, that the Imperial half- 


moon ſhould be abrogated. 

He would have gone on half an hour 
longer ih the Tradition of this Utenf1], 
had not I interrupted him, by asking 


| him how it came firſt to be revealed 
| to the World: it was (replyed he) 


firſt diſcovered by a Jeſuit, who endea- 
vouring to find a way. to/ China by 


| land, and travelling through a Sandy 
| defart in the Eaſtern parts of Tartary , 
| he (to his great comfort ) eſpled, as 


he thought, a Horſe-footing 3; when, as 
to his greater amazement, he overtook 
this poor Horſhoe all alone, from which 


| there came a voice , which asked him 
the way to the ZZoly Land; the holy 


Father wondred at the zeal of it, and 
afcer he had given thanks to the Seven 


| Champions, under whoſe proteCtion he 


had 
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had travelled thus far, he refolved to 
return, thinking that he had now an op- 
portunity of gaining more than by the 
converſion of the Chinozs ; to be ſhort, 
inſtead of direCting it to Fernſalerz , he 
brought it with him into Flaxders; 
where the People paid it great vene- 
ration, and him a great deal of Money 
for his pains. 


I burſt into exceflive laughter at this 


long, and Impertinent ſtory of an Hor- 
ſhoe; and turning to the Capuch.

for themſelves they have delicate, curi- 
rious, metaphorical Articles; Kings and 
Princes may have what they pleaſe, one-

| 8 defigned for England , he lays afide 
| the Habit of his Order, and not onely 
fo, but he walks every day in a difterenc

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diſguiſe: ſo 'tis with their ſtrategems, 
they are varied according to the ſever 
opinions, humours and Intereſts of Men, 
and ſtill deſigned to the ſame main end 
(the advancement of their Society) they 
have not made ſo many different Artt- 
cles of Faith in all Ezrope as they have 


made Schiſms and Herefies in England Þ 


(I had like to have forgot Scotland.)

I hate the very name, Fhad rather 
have a French Diſeaſe ' than Engliſh 
Health, Then lifting up his eyes, Hence- 
forward the Fates and I are eternal foes 
for deſtining my birth in ſo unmanner- 
Iy a Climate : Why was not IT a F. Dog, 
rather than, an Ez-gl;/þ Man? who (con- 
tinues he) talks of nothing bur old fa- 
ſhioned Honour, Virtue, and Renown ; 
the Frenchalone are the gay and gentile 
People of the Age, and to whom alone 
the World is ſo much indebted for that 


great ' Charter" of liberty granted the 
| Senſes. 
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| Senſes. I am ſo angry with my Coun- 


try, criesa ſecond, that I ſpent my Ezgliſh 


Eſtate in France, and was reſolved not 


to enjoy any thing in Ezg/ard,but what 
I could get by force: For my part, 
cry'd the third, there 1s nothing ſo much 
troubles me as their Laws, which were 
they put in execution, there would be 
no living for Men of our quality among 
them. 

At this I askt the Capuchiz what they 


| were, who told me, that they were High- 


waymen, HedFors and Rarmters. 

Theſe are a ſort of People, whom the 
Jeſuits, by their excellent Morals, have 
made as fit for their purpoſes, as the o- 
ther were by their furious and precipi- 


tated Zeal; whilſt they are 1n the height 


of their Debaucheries they are utterly 
diſabled from doing any publick good 
or ſervice"; for the little ſtrategems of 
Wenching and Drinking are more con- 
fiiderable with them than all real Worth 
and Generolity 3 and they think a 
French Shrug, or a modiſh Oath the ve- 
ry perfeQion of Humane Nature : Now 
when they have conſumed their Eſtates, 
and a diſgracetull want forces them to 

retirement, 
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retirement: and confideration ; a- deep 
diſcontent ſucceeds their Intemperance , 
and baſe reſolations of, living upon the 
ſpoils of other Mens Goods are the con- 
ſequence of embezling their own: If 
things be/peaceable and quiet, then they 
diſturb none but thofe that trayell the 
Roads but if- there: happen to-be any 
publick diſcontents or diviſions in the 
Kingdom, then without either confide- 
ration of Religion, or Loyalty,they will 
be very ready to improve them accor- 
ding as they ſhall ſuppoſe them condu- 
cing:to their private ends; but we have 
had ' examplcs enough of this nature, 
Pray let us hear what-this Man has a 

mind to fay., _ 
With that I obſerved a perſon apply- 
ing himſelf to me,and after reſpe&sdone; 
Youſeem to be offended, Sir,ſaid he,with 
what theſe three ingenious Gentlemen 
have ſpoken; but could you lay- afide 
your natural Prejudice, or had you their 
Education , you- would be of their 
I know that all Men have a pleaſing 
Veneration for the place of their Birth, 
and think well of their own Country, 
be 
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be 1t never ſo wild and barren; and of 
their native Cuſtoms and Manners, be 
they never ſo rude and infipid ; and 
the Familiarity of thoſe who firſt knew 
us, and were acquainted with our Inno- 
cency,is excuſable ; there are thoſe, who 
when they have nothing to be proud 
of, will be proud upon the publick ac- 
count ; and there are Men in the World 


- that think Edenbargh as good a City as 
. London, and thoſe that think Londow 


as good as Parzs, the experiment has : 
been tried upon 1zdians, who could 
never be. complimented out of their 
Barbariſm by the beſt uſages of a ci- 
vilizd place , but have returned with 
an eager joy to their primitive naſti- 
neſs. - 

Sir, ſaid I, I perceive what you aim at, 
and do moſt humbly thank you in the 


name of my Country, for the obliging 


fimilitude ; I ſuppoſe that you defign 
about the next Full of the Moon , that 


the E-gliſh ſhould be Cannibalsz you 


may have read the Character a pitifull 
'French Pedant gave the World of us 
ſome few years ago, in return of an af- 
front done by ſome fooliſh Boys; _ 
ofa ” ob 
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this is no new trick of the Jeſuits and R. 
Prieſts, they reproached us 1n Conſtanti- 
zople, in King James's time , until} the 
Turks were ready toknock them on the 
head for their pains, being convinc'd 
that they were a -pack of defaming 
Raſcals ;'they have had the impudence 
and vanity to Byrle/qze our moſt ſolemn 
and publick tranſactions of State, as if 
the People of Ezg/and ſhould go into 
Flanders to learn to ſpeak Engliſh; I 
am ſure they will never ſpeak well of 
us, or give us'that Charater, which is 
due to any National Virtue or Excel- 


lency. In the year 1594. one Bozims. 


Engubinws,a Prieſt, wrote a Book againſt 
Machiavel, Intituled; De Robore Be//:co, 
' and dedicated it to Clement the Eighth, 
-wherein he reckons up and magnifies 
famous Exploits of Chriſtian Princes; 
but not a word of the Erg/;ſh. I ſup- 
poſe he had forgot the buſineſs of -88. 
or perhaps he thought it an Heretical 
Trick. The Jeſuits occaſioned the late 
Wars in Ezzland, and were inſtrumental

Pope Gregory's Infallible Toe 2 Muſt 
we. be utterly aboliſhed for'a' pack &d 
Heretical Clowns, becauſe ' we dont 
make legs to old Clouts ? 
No, no, reply'd'the Capiehir, 'tis not 
for any thing of this nature; 'tis becaufe 
ye do not tread Gentilely, but ye walk 
{o flovenly over Abby Lands; and they 
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wou'd ſhew you how to move more 
neatly, if you would be pleaſed to let 
them dance an Ecclefiaſtical Jig called 
aProceſſzon. Truly, Father, ſaid I, to the 
Capuchin, I always thought that the dit- 
ferences between the People of Exgland 
and the Church of Rowe , had been 
grounded upon material Points of Doc- 
trine;z I little thought there could be 
ſuch irreconcileable Feuds upon ſuch 
trivial accounts as you juſt now menti- * 
oned; I thought the rooting out a Pe- 
ſtilent Hereſie had been the great buſt- 
neſs 30r the Converſion of us from dam- 
nable Errours (as they .account them ) 
had been the mainend of their Zeal and 
Induſtry z and yet  methinks they go 
about by indirect means infinitely diffe- 
rent from thoſe methods that were uſed 
in the firſt Ages of Chriſtianity 3 where- 
in we meet with no. ſuch Caſuiſts as 
the Angelical Order of Jeſuits afford 3 
we find no Learned Apologies for the 
neweſt Faſhions; they -never- Preach'd 
down Idolatry, or any other prevail- 
ing ſin, by, Preaching up Libertiniſm 
and Immorality: Poor ignorant old-

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the modifh diftinion betwixt Cz/ar 
and his Authority: they never had the 
heart to encourage Men to Robbery 
and Sedition,as Captain [gnatizs his Dil: 
ciples have, who feem rather of the $0. 
ciety of Barabbas, than of Jeſws; as for 
the Primitive Chriftians, they had not 
half the Policy the Jefuits have, nor had 
they the Compendious way of Conver- 
_ flon; 'What a World of Chriſtians did 
Jeſuits make in a ſhort time'im the W:/: 
tern Indies, among the moſt'favage A. 
2ericans ? whoſe Bloud they mingled 
with the Waters of Baptiſm, cohitrary 
to the opinion of the Dominicans; that i 
[the Inhabitants ſhould be reduced by 
Preaching, and without violence ]butthe 
Jeſuits find this latter a quicker way, for 
they, think there is no ſuch Argument 
as Gunpowder, and no ſuch Preaching 
as. with Ammunition, and although it 
be not according to the old way, yet 
'tis' the more modith, and infallible way; 
andufed by the Infallible and holy Bppe

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The Caprchin and I had+ talkt away 
the Jeſuit and his Companions,and were 
all alone at the foot of a hill like that of 
Veſuvizs1n the Kingdom of Naples; our 
feet were parched with the hot ſcalding 
Sands, and therefore we made haſte to 
the top of it, which gave us a proſpect 
of moſt of the Regions of Pargatory ; 
we could ſee at adiltance, and in dusky 
Vallies, ſome Cities built like thoſe in 
Africa 3 (o that every houſe ſeemed a 
Priſon, and a place of Penance : Then 
Sandy and black Defarts, and Wilder- 
neſles over-run with Scorpions, and Ser- 
pents : beyond them a mighty Ocean of 
Salt Peter, which roared and belched 
continual Flames, as 1f Thunder and 


Lightning had been turned topſie-tur- 


vy 5 on the other hand lay a deep 'and 
profound Valley, like a Sea of Darkneſs, 
which. was bounded with exceeding 
bigh Mountains, vomiting Flames of 
different colours, which gave no certain 


Light. The whole Horizon was 'per- 


petually moiſtned with a Burning prick- 
ing Dew, as if the Firmament had 


ſweat with heat. I prefently conclu- 


ded that it is a great deal worſe. to be 
| G 3 {ent 
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ſent to this place, than to be tranſport- 
ed to the Barbadoes; and yet I was re- 
ſolved to paſs over it; if poſſible 3 with 
that T began to deſcend the Hill , but 
the Capuchin ſtopt me, and:told me,that 
wy haſte had like to have hindred me of 
the ſight of ſome things very remarka- 
ble. See 'you not, ſays he , yonder 
ſtately Cxpola on your left hand ? 'tis the 
abode of thoſe who neither perfeQly | 
meiited Heaven, or deferved the Tor- 
ments of Purgatory; and there they mult 
{tay for a ſhort time, untill they are bet- 
ter provided for by the Pope, for they 
were Martyrs of State, more than of 
Religion 3 and although the one is as 
conſiderable in the Roman Church as 
the other, yet thoſe perſons were depri- 
ved of the Honour allotted them, both 
becauſe they did not fucceed in the exe- 
cution of their deligns for the intereſts 
of Rome, whoſe Motto is, Proſperum ſce- 
lus virtus vocatur. 

Therefore, as ſome Popes have loſt 
the Honour of Infallibility , by being 
often furprized in their Judgments; 10 
thoſe are not the perfeCteſt Saints, be- 
cauſe they unfortunately, or — 
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ly managed thoſe Works 'of Supererq-' 


gation. | 
We were , now juſt entring a Gate- 
houſe, which had on-the top- a great 
many Skulls,fixed npon high Poles, and 
at ſome diſtance I obſerved a great num- 
ber of people about a Corps which bad 
been quarter'd, and was (ticht together 
again 3 ſome wept over it, others dipt 
their Handkerchiefs:1n the Bloud'that 
iflued from it, and alldevoutly attended 
it to a ſtately Building juſt before us; 
as I came nearer I thought I heard a 
Requiem (ung, as it were by dying: E- 
choes, and the Bells rang out a melan- 
choly G/oria;1 thought too that we had 
entred the Pantheon in Rome, far. aH 
round about there ſtood 'a great-many 
Perſons in ſuch fixt Poſtures with burn» 
ing Tapers intheir hands,that they lookt 
like Statre's; whillt I was gazing:about 
me, there opened as it were a Scene at 
ſome diſtance, wy diſcovered {gnatt- 
#4, Loyola in a Chair of Eſtate. - He-was 
attended with ſeveral eminent Cardinal, 
but amongſt them none more buſie than 
Cardinal. Gzdiccion the Jeſuits furlt' Pay 
tron;, at the back of the: Chair-;ftood 
three or four Popes with: theiv Pripte 
G 4 Crowns 
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Crowns pulld over their eyes, and 
very much out of humour, for the en- 


croachments the Jeſuits daily make 
ppon their Succeſſours, by reaſon 


of thoſe extraordinary Privileges they 
had granted them. I did not as yet 
certainlyunderſtand what was to be done 
In this place, and therefore I askt the Ca» 
pachin,who bid me have alittle patience, 
and I ſhould preſently know ; and with- 
all askt me if I knew whoſe PiQures 
thoſe were that were hung upon the 
Pillars z with that T looked more wiſhly 
npon them, and told him,that I thought 
they were the Reſemblances of Garido 
Fanx, Campian, Garnet, and of ſome 0- 
| thers. They are ſo, ſaid he,and although 
they were Rebels and Traitours in Erg- 
land, yet the change of air made them 
Saints inſtantly, and they were Canoni- 
zed in this place for what they were 
Hanged, Drawn and Quartered in ano- 
ther,and you ſhallſee the ſame trick done 
immediately. He had no ſooner done 
ſpeaking, but the Corps,I ſpoke of before, 
being Jaid ona ſtately Altar inthe Centre 
of the Rotonda, St.lgnatizs,the Popes and 
Cardinals attending, aroſe up, and after a 
Conſort of loud Muſick, like that which 

Was 
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was uſed at the adoration of Nebuchad- 
2ezZar's Image, they unanimouſly cry'd 
out all, Z7azl St, Coleman Fanior: Afﬀ- 


ter this Sentence his Body became all 
Relics, and about his head the badge of 


Saintſhip began to dawn ; and he had 


the honour to be firſbCanonizd, for it 


was much to their fatisfation that he 


died a Martyr: but I did not know the 


| reaſon why he was ſtyled St.Colemar Jun. 


untill the Capchiz told me that there was 
another of that name at 24e/k in Auſtria. 
After he was diſpatched, there was a 


Scroll delivered into the hands of [z-4- 


tizs Loyola, which they ſaid contained 
the Merits of Father Pzckering. I could 
not get a ſight of them 3 but you may 
eaſily gheſs at them in a froſty morning. 
The Aſlembly was lang debating brs 
Caſe : but the reſult of all was, that he 
had rendred himſelf uncapable of Saint- 
ſhip by his filly Bargain; for,ſaid they, if 
inſtead of 30000 Maſles, he had agreed 
for 30coo Crowns,he had been as good 
a Sainr as ever piſt, but che want of ſ6 
many Maſles ſuppoſe him a Sinner 5, and 
be ſuppoſeth himſelf imperfeq ,runtill 
they are fajd in his bebalt. Upon which 

_T 
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inquiry was made how many had been 
faid ; and when it could not be proved 
that the one half had been ſaid, the Fa- 
ther was put into ſuch a Conſternation, 
that in deſpair he proteſted he had bet- 
ter have taken the Scots 3oooo pounds, 
or rather than fail, Jzdas his 30 Pence, 
and ſo away he ſneak. 

Nor had Counſellour Langhorn any 
better ſucceſs, for after his caſe was open- 
ed, and a Jury of Saints impannel'd ; 
the Verdi& was, That his dying a Mar- 
tyr had utterly diſinabled him from be- 
iog a Saintz and that if he had fo well 
pleaded his Caſe as to have ſaved his 
life, and the credit of the Good O1d 
Cauſe, his Merits would then have 
made him worthy of the moſt Splen- 
did Canonization that ever the Church 
of Rome ſaw, and a day of Jubilee had 
been inſtituted for his ſake. But now 
his Mztti-2#4 was made, and he thrown 
oer the Bar to make room for Three 
of the Popes Bum-bailits, Greer, Fl 
and Brry; at the fight of them the 
whole Aſſembly was ſtupified with fo 
ſudden grief, that there was a Profound 
filence for a time, untill the Eloquent 

| Santarilis 
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$antarillo aroſe from his Seat, and in the 
name of his Order, gave them thanks 
for their zea], which was very agreea- 
ble to his Doctrine, but not ſo prudent 
and ſucceſsfull as He could wiſh ; with 
that He lifted up his hands, and his Eyes 
ſtoad Cock't like triggers to his tongue, 
which at laſt flew out with theſe vio- 
lent, and pathetical Expreſſions.

!ts are cvery where concerned) we {hall 
mcet with diveriion enough, We went 
with Rim to a Back-gate, where ſtood 
a Gnard to keep out a number of Men, 
who were very celirous to get 1n; as 
ſoon as we cameup tothem,l was amaſed 
to find Milton at the head of a Compa- 
ny in ſhort Cloaks, ſhort hair, and with 
white Caps turn'd up under black ones: 
but before 1 could take particular no- 
tice of any one Man, I was diverted by 
Milton, whom I obſerved to be very 
earneſt with a Provincial of the Jeſuits 
(who ſtood there to give Orders ) and 
becauſe he was 3 Man of fingular Elo- 
quence, I took a great deal of pains 
to hear what he ſail, which was to this 
effect : © May it pleaſe your Reverence 
6to conſider how 1 am injured, who 
$ am denied the honour which is ſocalt- 
*Iy granted to Men vaſtly beneath my 
H 2 * Merits 
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* Merits, and Deſerts; for what can any 
* Man doe for the promotion of your In: 
* tereſts that I have not done? Did not 
** I conſtantly attend your Conlults,and 
* obſerve your Orders ? Did not I pro- 
* mote the late Rebellion in England 
« by all the Artifices imaginable z by fi- 
* ding with the Malecontents and Sedi- 
*tious Rabble, who wanted a Man of 
* my Parts and Learning to Gild their 
* Treaſons, with pompous pretences of 
* Juſtice, and Reformation; and to urge 
«< them to greater Exceſles? Did not [ 
* beſtow the beſt Flowers of Rhetorick 
* for Garlands, to adorn the heads of 
* victorious Traytours, and Triumphant 
* Ulurpers 2 and gave them a Coun: 
*terteit Majeſty with the Robes of Elo- 
* quence? Were not the people gulld 
«to part with their Religion and Pro- 
«perty to thoſe to whom I had given 
© the glorious Titles of Preſervers of the 
* Commonwealth, and Redeemers of their 
*« [.;berty 2 Have not I ſhaken the Crowns 
* of Princes in that unparallel'd Book 
©* of mine againſt Salmraſius 2 Have any 
* of you Thundred againſt Monarchy 


*at that rate? No, not any of you; 
not 
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* not Baro»i#9 himſelf, who called it an 
® Adulterine Name, and A Tower of Ba- 


 %hel ; Well then, Do not I deſerve ? 


| He would have gone on, but that the 

eluit interrupted him, by telling him, 
That if hedid ſtill really wiſh the well- 
fare of their Order, he would not de- 
fire ſuch unreaſonable Honours ; for, 
( continues he) ſuppoſe we ſhould Ca- 
nonize Ravilzac (a Man mightily deſer- 
ving)would not the World think us poor 
Politicians, that ſhould thus hazard the 
diſpleaſure of the French Crown, whoſe 
friendſhip is our chief intereſt ? and 
ſhould we thus publickly declare tothe 
World, that you and your Companions 
were very inſtrumental to the carrying 
on our deſigns, under the Notion of 
Commonwealthſmen, Nonconformiſts , 
@«c. our old Game would be at an end; 
Have you not heard what ill ſucceſs the 
way of Petitioning hath lately had ? 
therefore we muſtdeſfire you toreſt your 
ſelf contented for a while; and if ever 
the univerſal order of things come to 
our diſpoſal, you ſhall not be forgot- 
ten 5 for we deſign to New-Model the 
H 3 World, 
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World, and to change the whole Frame 
of Government in our Univerſal Fifth 
Monarchy; and then ſhall a different 
Character be put upon the tranſactions” 
of theſe times, and what 15 now Vice, 
ſhall then be Virtue ; the whole Body 
of Religion ſhall be transformed, ard . 
Heaven it felt {hall have a new Hypo-- 
thelis. 

But, Sir, quoth he , What 1s it thoſe 
Genilemen pretend to that are behind 
you? (pointing to Knox, Buchanan, 
Goodman \ I coritels they have follow- 
ed our Examples and Principles; have 
Deen 10jurious to forme Princes, and have 
troubled the Peace of ſome States z but 
upon what account you may know from 
Marſhal, Burgeſs, and ſome others their 
Reverend Succeſlours, a Pack of Raſcals 
ſo endued with Knavery.,. that any one 
of them would ruine a Monarchy for a 
good fat Sequeſtration 3 and ſome of 
them would hang a whole Pariſh for the 
Benefice ; they are no friends toany Go- 
verntents, or Communities, any longer 
than they are incouraged with the 
beſt Preferments in them 3 nor are they 
Enemies to any ht upon the account 
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of their own private Intereſts ; this is 
ſo true, that theſe very Men, after they 
had bawled at Monarchy ſo long, that 
by help of the Rabble they had brought 
all things into contuſion, and by that 
means had got their hands full of Sacri- 
legions Penniworths of Church and 
Crown Lands, they were very zealous 
to reſtore that Government in Oliver , 

which they had deſtroyed in the ruine 
of King Charles; and the Committee de- 
clared, that the Perſon, not the Name, 

was diſplcaſing : ; and for the better ſecu- 
rity of what they had gain'd, and for the 
prevention of thoſe diforders, by which 
they had undone the Loyal Party; they 
who ſo long Canted upon the Privi- 
lege and Birthright of every Emgliſhmar, 
enacted, that none ſhould have Vores in 
Ele&ions, but thoſe who were worth 


200 Pounds and therefore we will not 


truſt them any more than they will one 
another ; and if they be not contented 
with the Reward they receive in this 
place, for maintaining our Principles, 
and for being inſtrumental to our de- 
ſigns, we will ſend them back again to 
Scotland.

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At this they all retreated very quiet- 
ly; in the rear of them appeared Hugh 
Peters, whom, when the Jeſuit ſaw, he 
croſſed himſelf three or four times, and 
turning tous, There goes a Fellow, cries 
he, that has ſo far outdone the Devil , 
that he hath been often about renoun- 
cing his old Name, ( Nick) for that of 
(Hxgh) Oh! cries the Capuchir, that is 
an Encroachment upon the Popes Pre- 
rogative (to change his name. ) No, Sir, 
reply'd the Jeſuit, he fears his friend 
Nick Locryer may take it 11]. 

As ſoon as they were gone, I askt the 
Capuchin if he knew whither they went; 
or what was their Reward 3 who told 
me, that we were now very near Pari- 
tania, and that there I ſhould be ſatisf- 
ed; in the mean time let us take a little 


diverſion, for, crics he, that is a place of 


Buſineſs. 

Although I was very defirous to ſee 
what became of thoſe venerable Elders, 
yet becauſe the Capuchin had promiſed 
that I'{hould meer with them in their 
proper places, I was forced to follow 
him through a naſty ſtinking Lane (like 
that of WYhettones Park) which led to 


all. 
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an old ruin'd Gate-houſe; o'er the Por- 
tal, was, in Letters of Azure ( Orate pro 
Corporibas noſtris.) As ſoon as we were 
come up, the Capuchin, turning to the

ted Alcoran, ſhall laſt no longer than 
their Contemporary Lovers are fitted to 
o with them to Heaven : Pray, who 
ever laid ſuch irreſiſtible Obligations 
upon the ſucceeding Sex? For whilſt 
poar Phlegmatick Northern Hereticks 
can extend theis Uncatholick Fancies 
no farther than an [dzaz- Gem, or ſome- 
times in the Dog-days make bold with a 
Star to expreſs their Perfetions: They 
ſoar above the brighteſt excellency of 
Cherubims, and Seraphims, as 
you may readein that excellent 7ef. Mor. 
Canto, a Reverend Father ſent - 
is 
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his incomparable De/phiz2 (and which 
before 'tis ten years older will be ad 
ſun Sarum. ) But beſides their accom- 
pliſht skill and knowledge of what w1ll 
pleaſe them, they are not 1gnorant of 
any one thing chat may territie or af- 
fright them : and this is very advanta- 
geous to them; for 'tis incredible what 
they gain from Superſtitious, Hypochon- 
_—_ | Widows of the Roman perfwal1- 
, And beſides, this natural diſpolt- 
ok in Women is very convenient to 
the carrying on any Fears or Jealouſtes 
they foment in thoſe States where they 
ger a  diſturBance 3 and therefore 
when they expatiate themſelves ſo freely 
in Commendation of the Eyes, Noſes and 
Lips of Women, they are very unkind 
and ungratefull to forget the Milt. 

The Genileman was all this while 
knocking at the Gate, which at laſt was 
opened by one who lookt like the Trull 
of a Mamaiuck, What have we here, 
cry'd I, one of the Furies? No, no, 
quoth the Caprchin, tis Pope Paulus Ve- 
et, which uſed to Paint himſelf, and 
delired to ſeem a Woman ; he has onely 
changed places with Pope Joan, Who 1s 
gone 
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gone among the Men but you may ob- 
ſerve, that he has the Modeſty of a Wo- 
man, for he is aſhamed to be ſeen; And 
indeed it was not long before he was out 
of ſight,ſo that T was torced todivert m 

Cifwith other obje&s. The Place ſeem- 
cd a miglity hrge Park, encloſed with 
an exceeding high W all, mn which there 
was ſuch Variety, that it might be the 
Compendium ofthe whole World : Here 
was all forts of Climates, all Degrees of 
Heat and Cold fitted to the different 
Ages, and Conditions of Women, a- 
mong whom , none were fo unkindly 
ulcd, to my thinking, as a number of 
pretty well. complexioned Laſles, who 
ſtood up to their Chins 1n Snow , and 
the Tears that flowd from their Eyes 
dropt down in Icicles:; I askt the reaſon 
of this extraordinary ſeverity, and the 
anſwer was, that they were thus puniſh- 
ed for loving Hereticks., I afterwards 
askt if there was no puniſhment for the 
Concubines of Pricſ{ts, Cardinals, and. 
Popes; but I was told, to my abundant 
ſatisfacion, that they were of Eccle- 
fiaftical Juriſdiction , that they had a 
Plenary Indulgence by reafon of their 
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FunGtion, and many other Privileges, as 


being Spiritual Feme- Covert, and that 


being thus Ecclefiaſtically Humbled , 
they ought not to be Profan'd or Cor- 
rected by any outward Violence or Se- 
cular Authority. I was now got into a 
Sandy open Place, which was as 1mmo- 
derately hot,as the other was exceſive- 
Iy cold, and yet for all that there was a 
great many Dutch Women ſet upon 
Stoves, untill they were ſo ſmoakt, that 
a Jew would not touch them for fear of 
Weſtphalia Flams.lleft this place (which 
was ſomewhat too hot for me) for one 
much more delightfull, wherein were 
ſeveral rows of Trees ſet in Quincunctal 
order, which made very pleaſant and 
ſhady Walks, and refreſht with Cry- 
ſtallin Fountains 3 but in one thing it 
was extraordinary, and cut out all the 


Gardens in the World; for inſtead of 


Singing Birds, the Boughs were loaden 
with whole Flocks of Cxpids, who ſung 
a thouſand times better than Syrers, or 
Eunuchs, and made the Air as pleaſing 
to the Ear, as it was with the richeſt 


Perfumes to the Noltrils. This 1s (cries 


the Capachin) the moſt dolefull place of 
| all 
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all Purgatory; and yonder poor Solita- 
ry Lady is tormented beyond any thing 
you can expe; Cxpid and Death both 
together ſhot their Arrows 3 and her 
very imagination 1s wounded with the 
indelible [Jea of her beſt Beloved ; for 
whoſe Body ſhe hath prayed more ear- 
neſtly, than ever he did for her Soul : 
ſee how ſuddenly ſheis upon her knees, 
invoking his Tutelar Angel and Name- 
ſake Saint, to be kind to him 3 who is 
not like the Ancient Amoretto's engaged 
with Green Dragons, and Giants 3 but 
deſtroying Hereticks, Men, Women and 
Children : or in the more dangerous 
exploits of Smoaking and Drinking. 

I was very defirous to view her exaCt- 
ly(becauſe they ſay that People in Love 
are very devout) but ſhe vaniſht in a 
gloomy Arbour, and left us to purſue 
our Journey, who were now come into 
a ſpatious open place, in the midſt of 
whichthere ſtood a 1ay-poley and about 
it more Women than a Man can ſee in 
all the times he lives in the World; and 
yet I think that there was more Lan- 
guages than Nations : Such twittle- 


twattle, that I thought every one of 
them 
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them had a worm in her Tongue, and 
was juſt going to run mad. There were 
5 or-600 old Women got under a Hedge, 
and telling ſuch dirctull Stories of Here- 
ticks and Hobgoblins, that they almoſt 
affrigt.ted one another out of their Wits, 
and 'twas well they had no hair upon 
their heads, for if they had had any, it 
would have ſtood up, and for ought [ 
know, three or four more ſuch Lies 
would have metamorphos'd them into 
Trees, I thought there had been a 
Carnival in another place, for all the

this is moſt excellent Work, and very

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ſtrong. I perceive, Madam, faid I, that 
ye are very kind to your Confeſlours , 
for they ſometimes in Ergland wear 
them for your ſakes. 

A Bell that rung gave us notice, that 
we ſhould haſten out of this place : juſt 
at our going out we heard theſe words

This young Lady, whoever ſhe is, 
cryes the Gentleman, has been 1n the 
Cape a great while, for ſhe ſings well:

So away he went, as if he doubled 
his Obedience to his Order and his 
Love, and which made him the moſt 
blind 1s not yet determin'd. As ſoon 
as he was gone, I began to conſider , 
that this Humour 1n a Jeſuit, was very 
different from what he 1s enjoyn'd by 
the Rules of his Order ; which are, 
T hat no Women ſhould come into their 
Houſes; That they ſhould not take the 
Charge of Nuns ; (for they may have 
the ſame Fortune the Cordeliers lately 
had in Frazce;) and beſides, they are 
obliged by a Vow of perpetual Chaſti- 
ty. But the Capuchin told me, That 
they might well enough differ from 
their Rules, which contradict one ano- 
ther; and, beſides, the ſeveral Immuni- 
ties they have procured ſince their firſt 
Inſtitution. Their great Goddefs Frar- 
fiſca Romana ( whole Bed , where ſhe 
lay with her Husband, was a mw 
tual 
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tual Martyrdom, and Shop of Miracles) 
ſufficiently ſanRifies all their Irregulari- 
ties which are in order to their com- 


mon Interelxt. 


We followed him with all the expe. 
dition imaginable, but we could not o- 
vertake him, which made me deſpair 
of ſeeing more of bim, untill the Capy- 
chin told us, that he would lead us a 
nearer way to the place where his chief 
buſineſs lay,and indeed it was not lon 
before I heard a noiſe like the Roaring 
of the Sea, and coming nearer, we ſaw a 
ſmall Veſſel ready to Tranſport all Paſ: 
ſengers. Father , faid I, tzough the 
Pope may lay Claim to the Mare Mor- 
tuum,or the Lemane Lake,yet I thought 
theſe Seas had not been under his Ju- 
riſdiction. Oh ! replies the Capnuchzn, 
Do not you know that he pretends to 
be the Univerial Monarch of the whole 
Globe, and to manifeſt to the World, 
That he is the great Leviathan + There 
have appeared ſeveral Monk: Fiſhes, Fri- 
er- Fiſhes, Nun- Fiſhes, &c. 1 have heard 
indeed, reply'd I, that there is not a 
Beaſt on Earth, but hath ſome Fiſh that 
reſembles it in the Seas3 but pray what 

| Fiſh 
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Fiſh wili repreſent a Jeſuit 2 Truely,fays 
he, I do not know that Geſzer has ever 
a Monſter fit for that purpoſe 3 but to 
my thinking a Herring is the moſt like - 
him ; for, Firſt,They go in ſuch Shoals, 
that the Whale is afraid to come too 
near them. Secondly, They frequent 
the Coaſts of Ezgland; and, Thirdly, 
They are never good till they are Pick- 
led, Hangd and Dried : But Iet me go 
on with my former Diſcourſe, in which 
I endeavour to acquaint you with the 
Pope's Neptuneſhip, which conſiſts in 
hrs Juriſdiction over all Minerals of 
Brimſtone, Salt- Peter, ec. for he alone 
does Rule and Govern Salt by the Pow- 
er of Exorciſms, and can turn it either 
into kire or Water , as he pleaſe ( as 
the Poets report of Protew ) and 
therefore *tis a Folly for Kings or Prin- 
ces to pretend any Right to it , when 
he will not ſuffer the Sun or Moon to 
have any thing to doe with it; and that 
Philoſopher , that ſhall ever hereafter 
affirm, That the Sun is any way the 
cauſe of its Saltneſs, ſhall be as ſure of 
an Anathema, as he that held the Arti- 
podes + For let a Man obſerve, and an 
ordt- 
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ordinary Man will ſoon perceive the 
reaſon why it 1s freſher in the Frigid 
Zones, than 'tis in the Temperate, when 
as there are ſo many Thouſands of 
Monks and Jeſuits in the latter, to one 
in the former: So great a Juriſdiction 
does he claim o'er all Waters, that he 
will Rig out a Fleet the next Jubilee 
to Cruiſe in the Waters above the Fir- 
mament, wherein he thinks ſome He- 
reticks may Rove; but as for theſe par- 
ticular Narrow Seas he pretends a Right 
to them ever fince they were the Pur- 
gatory tO the Invincible Armada , 0G 
which he was Godfather , and which 
becauſe it did not fight valiantly againſt 
England , Scotland and Ireland , the 
Winds and Seas daſht in pieces , and 
{wallow'd up, and Fought for Here- 
ticks, 

He would have gone on with his 
Diſcourſe, but that we were ordered 
to Land; being now come aſhoar, we 
climbed up a ſteep Hill , the top of 
which entertained us with a Proſpect , 
which moved me the moſt to Compaſii- 
on of any thing that ever I had ſeen 
in all my days, We ſaw great and

rich Corn-fields and Plantations utterly 
trodden down, as if the Hurns and 
Vandals had lately Viſited them, whilſt 
the miſerable Inhabitants Curſed and 
Ban'd thoſe for whom they had lately 
prayed. Then at a diſtance we could 
{ee great and Populous Towns and Ci- 
ties in flames, the enraged Souldiers 
fighting through Bloud, Fire and Smoak 
at once, to gratifie their Covetouſneſs 
and Revenge, whilſt thoſe few that eſ- 
caped them carried away nothing but 
Wounds and heavy hearts: Then on 
the other hand lay f{laughtered Legi- 
ons, and groaning Armies, which dit- 
folved into Carkaſſes in a Moment, 
and enricht the Soil with their Bloud 
and Marrow, which needed no ſuch 
Improvements. Not far off were a nu- 
merous Rabble Triumphing and Inſult- 
ing over grave and Reverend Perſo- 
nages, whom, after various affronts and 
Indignities, they baſely Murthered 3 
here Widows ſtupied and filent with 
Griet,there Orphans drowned in Tears ; 
now we might ſee Men committing un- 
ſpeakable Villanies, Rapes' and Mur- 
thers, and anon fighing and groaning at 
g 
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2 Zealous Lecture, where their Blaſphe- 
mous Nonſenſe was as intolerable as the 
Noiſe of their Guns was fatal. Bleſs me ! 
cry d I, What place 1s this ? ſurely the 
very fartheſt place of all Purgatory, and 
the very next to Hell it (elf. This 1s, 
replies the Capxchir, the Peopledom of 
Puritania, or to be ſhort, it was the 
State of Great Britain in the late Civil 
Wars, which were begun and carried on 
by the Jeſuits: Now becauſe they did 
not work to that end they defign'd 
them, and that in ſeveral Occurrences 
( which a wiſe Man may ealily obſerve) 
they had carried on their buſineſs a 
great way ( which for a time was ut- 
terly quaſht in the Reſtauration ) yet. 
when they perceived the old Leaven 
ſtill remain , and the old Humour (till 
to be workt upon, they thought 1t con- 
venient to begin again, well knowing, 


and the loſles-that many private Catho- 
licks fuſtain'd , yet they were ſtill the

puchin, "tis an Old-faſhion'd one , for 
in the year 1583, there was a Book 
Printed at Paris, Written by Ray- 
zolds a Student at Rhemes, againſt Whi- 
taker, wherein he goes the 'ſame way 
to work, 'but he has one Argument 
which is now utterly Abrogated. What 
1s that, pray Father, ſaid I > Why re- 
plies he, obſerve in his- Concluſion, 
Pag. 556. He does not onely Charge 
the Proteſtants that they have" infinite 
variety 
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variety and differences of Religions,diſ- 
order'd Congregations, Sheep,contro]- 
ling their Paſtours, and Scholars preſu- 
ming to teach their Maſters, but, ſays 
he, in the Civil Common-wealth , dif- 
obedience againſt the Magiſtrate, Con- 
tempt of Princely Authority, Spoil and 
Ruine of Churches and Palaces , of all 
things Sacred and Prophane, I Re- 


I member, Sir, ſaid I, that I have read the 


Preface to that Book, in which he com- 


plains that 'tis very hard for them to 


know what to refell or diſpute againſt, 
becauſe of the continual Change and 
variety among us; but he 1s pleaſed to 
quote Dr. Whitegift, aftirming it of the 
Pwritans, and ſo it cannot properly be

ted to run Mad, and had left their em- 
ployments 1in a Tumultuous manner, 
there was a {irangeand ſudden Rumour, 
1 hatthe great Scarlet Whore was com- 
ing z with a mighty Army that had ſaucer 
Eyes and long Claws, which put them 
into ſuch an horrible Fright, that they 
could no longer be kept in order by 
their wiſer Governours, whom they 
were rcady to deſtroy, bead they 
would have quieted them, and that 
under the notion of favouring Popery 
But when News was brought that theſe 
range Monſters were at the Towns 
end, never did the Paſtion of ſear act 
its part in ſuch variety as among, theſe 
People; Some wercdeſperate and ready 
for a Sally ; others conl{idered that a 
Truce with Mammon upon neccflity 
would be convenient, and therefore 
were diſpoling the mſelves in Order to 
K 4 
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it; and to that end one was making a 
Crucifix, others had got old Mafs- 
Books, and others were learning Ave 
Mariz,and the Pater Noſter - But among 
the reſt, I obſerved an Aged Zealot 
( who had groan'd fervently at the Con- 


venticle) with a Common-Prayer-Book 


in her hands, which ſhe hug'd and kiſt 
moſt Devoutly 3 but when one of her 
Acquaintance told her that ſhe would 
find never the more Mercy upon the 
account of that Book, and that if ſhe 
had never a Maſ7-Book, ſhe had bet- 
ter take the DireGory, ſhe ſcornfully 
threw it againſt the Ground, ſaying , 
Get thee gone thou Carnal Idol, T ſee 
the Saints muſt never put their Truſt in 
thee. | 


The Caprnchin and I were reſolved to 
know the true occaſion of this diſtur- 
bance, and therefore we haſtened to get 
out of Town as faſt as we could; but 
before we had gone a quarter of a Mile, 
we were ſtopt by a mighty Multitude , 
who had ſecured 14 or 15 poor Gip- 
ſees, and three or four Germans with 
| Rare-Shows 3, they Infulted and Tri- 
umphed 
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umphed over them , and threatned 
them, ſome marching before , fome be- 
hind, with Clubs and Glaves EreQed, 
and ſometimes out of perfect Proefs bid 
them (tand in the King's Name, then for 
diverſion bid them haſten forward un- 
till they were brought before the Ma- 
iſtrate to be examined; who finding 
them to be what they were, diſmiſt them 
with what they deſerved : but when 


the Rabble underſtood that they were 


onely poor Fortune-tellers, and not at 
all given to Superſtition, they very zea- 
loutly flockt about them to know what 
was predeſtin'd for them. The Ger- 
mans had not fo quick a diſpatch , for 
many a long time doubted what thoſe 
little Images in their- Boxes did mean, 
and were ſcarching for the Mark of 
the Beaſt upon them, untill the fore- 
mention'd Preacher, who was purpoſely 
at hand, ( and under the notion of a 
Licence in Dutch, received a Letter of 
Intelligence from his Society) told the 
People, That they were innocent poor 
Men,that thoſe were onely Datch works, 
and did repreſent Proteſtant Princes ; 


 ppon which they were Peaceably diſiniſt. 


Although 
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Although this Tumult and Uproar 
was well quicted, yet I perceived that 
theſe People were miſerably Subject to 
unreaſonable fears and jealouſies, and 
were perpctually tormented with 'the 
Scare-Crows of their wild Imaginations, 
which made them not onely the molt un- 
happy, but the moſt unpleaſant People 
in the World, and I deſired the Caps- 
chin not toſtay any longer 1n this place. 
He was as willing to be gone as my (elf, 
_— he was willing to Communi- 

e ſome things to me, but we could 
not find a conveniency of diſcourting 
for fear of being overheard, untill we 
came into a Solitary place, a great. diſ{- 
tance from the Town. I then askt him 
what end the Jeſuits had 1n' rendriny 
the very name of Popery thus odious 
to the Common People. | So long, re- 
plied he, as they do conceal the nature 
of it from them, they will bring it ir: 
under another name, and that by over- 
throwing every thing that Diametrically 
oppoſes it under that Notion. But we 
ſee the Reaſons of it in the effects it 
produces; for after that their intended 

Violence 
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Violence by Papiſts and Foreigners was 
prevented,and all their bloudy Intrigites 
diſcovered ( the ſurpriſing relation of 
Which, put the whole Kingdom 1nto a 
Conſternation ) the ſeveral Diviſions, 
which they had before ' fomented and 
prepoſleſt with a falſe and ſcandalous 
Opinion of the Church of Exgland's In- 
clination to Arbitrary Government and 
Popery, lookt upon the Eſtabliſhe Au- 
thority with jealous eyes, and by their 
ſeparate Counſels and haſty and diſpro- 
portionable Refolutions, rendred the 
Government uncapable of taking that 
wiſe and orderly courſe with fuch baſe 
and cruel Traytours, as the known Laws 
of the Land Juſtifiesz that thus, whilſt 
two Neighbours fooliſhly contend, not 
onely the Thicf, but the Murtherer too, 
might ſteal away. 

Nor 1s this the onely Afrer- Game 
they deſign'd, but moreover, by 1ncrea- 
fing unreaſonable Fears and Jealouſtes, 
and by thus taking away the Succours 
of Reaſon of State, they might preci- 
Pitate the whole Nation. into thoſe 
Abſurdities,. which, if not timely rect- 
fied, might end with what they EY 
E 
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ed to begin, the Bloud and Ruine of 
King and People ( which God forbid. ) 
And to that end they Magnified the 
Plot themſelves, by undeſferved and 
ſcandalous Afperfions and Reflexions » 
upon great and Loyal Perfonages; and 
the Schiſmaticks were made to believe , 
T hat all che Conformiſts in the King- 
dom were inclinable to favour them 
too : Now this is no new trick; for | 
Mr. Pryz that ſeized the Archbiſhop cf 

- Canterbury's Papers, and found the diſ- | 
covery of the Plot defigned againſt the 
Kingdom of Erglazd by the Jeſuits un- 
der Cardinal Barbarizo, baſely abuſed 
the Archbiſhop and King, as Privy 
themſelves to that Plot ({ which they 
a while kept ſecret in order to a clearer 
Diſcovery ) untill the King was forced 
to leave London, and oppoſe as formi- 
dable an Enemy ; and though 1t was 
evident, that that Scotiſþh Rebellion 

. was raiſed by the Jeſuits, in order to 
their deſigns, yet were thoſe very Rebels 
afterwards kept up and maintained 
by the Parltament apainſt the King. In 
v2in can the Church expect to be free 


from .that Calumny, which reacht ſo 
glorious 
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glorious a King,the Defender of it, and 
ſuch an excellent Prelate, a Father of it ; 
to manifeſt whoſe Integrity and Inno- 
cency, nothing more could have been 
done under Heaven that they did not 
doe , being both Martyrs of it. But 
what is it that fome Men will not be- 
lheve ? Juſt a little before the diſcove- 
ry of the Plor, I heard a Perfon of no 
mean Quality attrm, That there was no 
difference but in words inſignificant, be- 
tween the Church of Rowe andof Eng- 
land; but I do aſſure you he had little 
Logick about him at that time , and 
leſs Divinity, and immediately after he 
forfeited all his Hiſtory, in ſaying, That 
King James was inclined to Popery. 


What 1s it, I fay, that diſaffected, vain 


_ and Fanatical Men will not fay or doe ? 
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Why may not any Man as well ſay, 
T hat the Church of E»glarnd 1s Popiſh, 
as that the . Presbyterians were no Re- 
bels? Some would be ready to Swear 
it, if it were not for an unlucky hint in 
the Lord Cooks Inſtitutes, Page 12,who, 
ſpeaking of all kind of Treaſons, faith, 
Preparation by ſome Over-A&F to Depoſe 
the King, or take him by force and ſtrong 


hand, 
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hand, and to Impriſon him untill he hath 
yielded to certain Demands, this is a ſuf- 
ficient Over-a& to prove the Imaginatioz 
and compaſſmng the death of the Kang , 
this is to make the King a SubjeF, and 
to deſpoil him of bis Kingly Office. The 
Presbyterians were notoriouſly guilty 
of thi:, they Impriſoned King Charles T. 
in ſeveral places, and at laſt in the 
Ile of Wight. Now what will the Pre-- 
byterians ſay to this? why, they will 
ſay, they were ſo atfrighted with the 
thoughts of Popcry, that they did not 
know what they did, although it was 
what the Pope himſelf would have 
them. 

But pray, Father, ſaid I, interrupting 
him, Do not they accuſc us of Popery , 
tor retaining ſome Ceremonies and de- 
cent Rites {t1]] in uſe in that Church ? 


Why, replicd he, they are very ne- 
ccllary, convenient, &c. in the Body 
of Divinity, and therefore becauſe the 
Pope has two Toes, I ſhould cut offi 
mine from the Body Natural. But pray 
let me go on with my Diſcourlez there 


is another thing that affrights them'moſlt 
horribly, 
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horribly, and that 1s, That the Charch 
of Exgland tavours Arbitrary Govern- 
ment ; Indeed, thoſe that are ſuch Ene- 
mtes to Monarchy will object any thing 
againſt thoſe who will maintain and de- 
tend it: and yet I am {ure that a true 
Father or Son of the Church of E-g- 
{and will be no more afhſtant in the 
introducing Tyranny and Opprefiton , 

than they have been 1n promoting Re- 


bellionz tor though he would be ever 


ſo Loyal as to give Ce/ar his due, yet he 
will never give him that which is not, 
he is ſo like the Ancient Chriſtians, that 
he will dye before he will refiſt his 
Lawfull Prince, or actively obey him 
iN any thing that 1s as poſitively forbid- 
den, as it 1s to Rebell againſt him, or 
to reſiſt him upon any account, There- 
fore as the King of England would be. 
the moſt mighty Prince in Chriſtendom, 
were his Subje&s all of the Church of 
England, fo the People would be the 


L moil happy on Earth, fince they ſhould 


neitherneed tofzar Tyranny or Popery, 
either at home or abroad: Nothing bur 
our Diviſions and Separations occaſion 
theſe fears; and nothing occalion them 
but 
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but the Jeſuits,the Devil,and the Spleen, 
and therefore let but any Man reade the 
Hiſtory of the Kingdom of Erglind,and 
he will find the vaſt difference between 
the Church of Rowe and of England in 
the ſeveral troubles and Fatal Diſcords 
that either aroſe, or were promoted by 
Popiſh Depoſings, -Interdidts, and Ex- 
communications, from the Conqueſt to 


the Retormation 3 and the Times and | 


Tranſactions fince ſhew us how the 
Presbyterians, Independents, &c. (thoſe 
great Anti-anti-Chriſtians ) differ from 
1t too, for they count it lawfull to refit 
and oppoſe and compell Chriftian Prin- 
ces, and in order to it make what they 
pleaſe unlawfull. Thus like the old 
Phariſees, they ſtrain at a Gnat, and 
{wallow a Camel. 


Father, faid I, they themſclves are 
molt like the Papiſts, and deal with this 
Doctrine as they do with the Decalogue, 
take away one Commandment, and fub- 
divide the other into unneceſlary di1- 
ſtin&tions. 

'Chey differ from them, replies the 
Capuchin, 'as the Perſians do from the 


Turks, 
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Turks; are great Enemies, but both Muf- 
ſelmen. Thus do they endeavour by 
all means toruine that Church by Vio- 
lence, whoſe, great glory 1s, that 1t was 
reformed without it 3 nor do they 
want fit Inſtruments to carry on their 
defigns, even among thoſe that profeſs 
themſelves moſt their Enemies 3 And 
thoſe generally are ſuch whoſe Fortunes 


| are but mean, or who have not been 


| Encouraged by the Church or State, as 
they think they deſerve. It is remarka- 
\ ble, that the great Preachers and Promo» 
ters of the late Rebellion, were Coun- 
J try School-Maſters, poor Vicars, and 
Curates, whoſe Parts were too mean 
and confuſed to appear in publick in a 
Peaceable and quiet Kingdom, and 
therefore took the Compendious way 
$ of Riſing by Diſorders and Confultons 5 

and many who were Perſons of better 


; F note, upon the account of ſuppoſed In- 


juries, and Diſappointments, fell off 
om their Duty and Allegiance 3 but 
tO all theſe are added now thoſe Aged 
Politico's, Old-Rebels, fat with Plander 
and Sequeſtration, who hope, that the 
hext Return of the Saints ſhall be ſo 

L laſting; 
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laſting, that they ſhall not ſtand in 
need of a ſecond Carnal A@ of Indemp- 
ity. Now, ſaid the Capuchir, fmiling 
on me, fince you have been fo kind 
as to accompany me thus far , I will 
ſhew you how the Pope has diſpoſed 
of their Reverend Cooperatours who 
are marched off ; for beyond thoſe 
ſmoaking Rocks which you ſee on your 
Left Hand, ( through which there is 2 
dark and winding Paſſage lately found 
out ) ſtands a ruin'd Cathedral like 
that of St. Paul's, at the Weſt-end of 
which lics the Effigies of King Charles I. 
fallen on-the ground, and at the En- 
trance two Men in Armour, but the 
' one 1s Cardinal Barbarino, the other 
Cardinal Richl/ieu, who will eafily ad- 
mit us upon a pretence I have ready 
made. I found all things according 
to the Capuchin's promiſe, but at our 
entrance into the place'( which was 
larger than the Synod-Houſe'at Dort ) 


I was amazed to ſee the whole Com- 
mittee fitting intermixt with ſome of 


the Aſſembly of Divines. Father, ſaid 
I, were theſe filly ill-lookt dirty Se- 
natours choſen by the Shires and Cor- 

_ porations! 
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porations? No, replied he, they are the 
Knights an$ Burgeſles of the ſeveral 
Religious in England, Scotland and Ire- 
land, the Orcades and Hebrides, Here 
is a World of them, Sir, ſaid I. There 
is, reply'd he, a whole Barn full more 
of them a little way off, and ſome of 


them are privately retired to Bedlam. 


But, Pray Sir, ſaid I, What does Olzver 
Cromwel/ repreſent? What Religion ? 
For he fits yonder behind them all, 
ſomewhat advanced upon a kind of a 
Throne. You ſhall ſee immediately , 
cries the Capuchin. He had no ſooner 
anſwered me, but. there entred ſeven 
or eight Yellowiſh Olive-Coloured 
Men. I thought it had been an Em- 
baſſte from the Moors, untill one of 
them , the moſt Ancient, ſtepping for- 
warder than the reſt, ſpake as followeth: 


We the diſperſed Jews, having for mas 
ny Ages ſearched all the Corners of the 
World for our long expected Meſſzas , 
did think that we had art laſt found him 
in you, from ſeveral remarkable occur- 
rences, wherein you ſeemed to fulfill 
our Cabala, in raiſing up this molt 

2 Renowned 
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Renowned Sazhedrim, by the Advice 
and Aſfiſtence of thoſe yotlr Rabbzrs , 
who do not onely in words teſtifie 
their good-will to £2702 , but alſo by 
the Circumciſion of their Heads denote 
the ſame thing 3 under theſe you have 
overthrown the Kings of the Earth, and 
have terrified the Gertiles of Rome ; and 
therefore when you had thus Auſpici- 
ouſly blown up the Trumpet in 2707, 
we came over t& your Protection, who 
after we had preſented you with ma- 
. ny Talents of the Gold of the Land of 
Havilah, you neither refuſed: us nor 
our Old-Teſtament Gold z but you nei- 
ther fulfilled our Prophecies, nor your 
own Promiſe; for although you told 
us that the Church of Paul ( by reafon 
of the Idol-Worſhip of the Church of 
England) was ſomewhat too Babyloniſh 
for a Synagogue at the preſent, and that | 
when the Lord's Horſes had ſtood ſome 
longer time, it would be fitter for us, 
yet we are farther off now than ever, 
tor now (in oppoſition to us) the Gen- 
tiles of London are Building their ſecond 
Temple , far more glorious than the 
firſt, 

As 
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As ſoon as he had made his Grievance 
they retired,and the Capruchzn turning to 
me, In my Conſcience, cries he, I be- 
lieve theſe Fews will buy the Moon one 
of theſe days, when ſhe is 1n the Wane, 
and at the cheapeſt, and theſe Saints 
have ſuch a Right to the Creature, that 
they will ſell them it, for *tis not long 
fince they were for purchaſing F/arlem- 
meer. 


The Jews were no ſooner gone , but 
there was a 2aker 1n their Room, who 
made his Speech without his Addreſs, 
which was to this effect, 

* And to you, Oh Friends ! is my 
«Speech directed , tolet you know the 
| *Pvil of our days, for now we are in 

< darkneſs by reaſon of oppreſling Ordi- 
© nances, which enjoin us to pull off our 
« Hats, to pay Tithes, ec. the firſt is a 
«* Popiſh way of Worſhipping one ano- 
* ther; and therefore we have a ſore 
« defire and longing to be freed from 
« theſe thingsz and although to hide 
* our deſigns, we have Procured a good 
*friend to vindicate us, yet none of 

L 3 «* the 
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* the Lord's people have been fo zealous 
* as we: For did not friend Greez in 
*the 12 Month in the year 1662. warn 
* the Parliament to let Peoples Conſci- 
<* ences alone ? yea, with Threatnings 
* of many Enemies he warned them ; 
* and whoever in the days of Battel be- 
* haved themſelves ſo like Mighty Men 
** as we did? and would do again if we 
« had a motion to it ; But how little 
© do we help Epiſcopal Men? for now 
* we diſclaim the ſhedding of Bloud up- 
* on any account; by which means we 
* are not at all ferviceable to Kingly 
« Government ; to which we are greater 
&« Enemies, than if we were ſworn Ene- 
* mies 3 We do not give any afliſtence 
* to any Publick Concern; and never 
* uſe the Law but to Chaſtiſe thoſe who 
«defend it : We drink Charles his Health, 

* and do not drink the King's; a Con- 
* yeniency the Jeſuits themſelves bor- 
© rowedof us, who at their deaths thus 
© proteſted, they had no deſign to Kill 
the King, but would have Killd Charles. 
* So that whereas ſome ſay, we are be- 
*holding to the Jeſuits, we ſay, They 
* are beholding to us. Some baſe Ma- 
5 lignants 
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«* lignants paint us with Wind-mills on 
* our heads, and with Mares in our 
* hands, whom therefore we account 
* Idolatrous, and given to Pictures. 


He would have gone on, but that a 
{lender tall thing, like a Devil in a Hop- 
ſack, came behind him, and almoſt af- 


 frighted him out of his Wits , three or 


four of the Committee Croſſed them- 
ſelves before they were aware; but I 
perceived it was onely a Man wrapt up 


4n Blankets, from whoſe Mouth and 


Noſe, the anely viſible parts about him, 
came theſe words:
